ADVOCATES UNDERGROUND ELECTRIC 


Prof, Barrett Says the Love System Solves 
the Urban Road Problem, | 

Prof. John P. Barrett, City Electrician, re- 
turned yesterday from a trip through the 
East. While absent he inspected the Love 
underground trolley electric railroad in 
Washington and is convinced that it is the 
solution of urban electric railroads. 

“This Washington line approaches the city 
as an overhead trolley line,” he said. ‘ At 
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circuit is completely underground, so there is 
a minimum loss of power, , 

‘“‘ There is no damage to water pipes, sewer 
mains, and other underground improve- 
ments, because of the completed circuit. 
The wire is a better conductor than the earth 
and the current clings to it and is not dis- 
sipated. While I was there the conduit at one 
time was filled with water, but the cars were 
run just asin dry weather and with just as 
much effect. This water occasionally freezes, 
but so it does here once in a while, and the 
cable is frozen in. An electric road would be 
fully as well off, but with a thorough system 
of drainage there would be no danger of 
freezing. I consider the system as nearly per- 
fect as any I have seen. 

‘*T am informed the underground line can 
be built as cheaply as an overhead line. 
There is absolutely no danger from crossed 
wires for the reason these wires are under- 
ground. The system, too, may be easily 
placed in Chicago. The cable conduits might 
be used for the purpose with very little 
change. All! that will be necessary will be to 
drain them a. little better and to string the 
electric wires. This work could be done with- 
out stopping the cable service. Then the cars 
would have to be fitted with electric appli- 
ances, and instead of the grip running through 
the slot an electric arm would besused. The 
line would then be ready for operation.”’ 


MAN STABBED TO DEATH IN A QUARREL. 
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Larry Kearns and His Three Companions 
Drink and Fight with Fatal Results. 

Four men became involved in a fight last 
night at No. 2815 Shieldsavenue. As the re- 
sult one of them was stabbed fatally, and his 
supposed assailant was arrested. He was 
locked up at the T'wenty-second Street Sta- 
tion, and will be given a preliminary hearing 
this morning. Larry Kearns of No, 2219 
Lowe avenue, Patrick Lyncn of No. 8226 
Parnell avenue, and Ben Comfort and Thomas 
Cordon, who live in the vicinity of Twenty- 
ninth and State streets, were together in the 
alley. The men had been drinking heavily, 
and after a quarrel a rush was made at Cor- 
don, who avoided the fight.

Leader of the Anti-Snappers. 


Wheeler H. Peckham has been a leader of 
the anti-snappers and has always fought Hill. 
He supported Warner Miller for Governor in 
1888. Quite recently he was interviewed on 
the Hornblower nomination and again on the 
rejection, and in his interviews he metaphor- 
ically spat upon Hill and Murphy. So far as 
Senatorial courtesy is concerned they have a 
perfect case, It was stated today that they 
would ask the Judiciary committee not to 
waste time in inquiring into Mr. Peckham’s 
legal qualifications, but to report the nomina- 
tion at once in order that the fight which the 
President has invited might not be delayed. 

Among conservative Senators Mr. Cleve- 
land’s determination to drag the Supreme 
Court into the mire of a personal controversy 
is deplored. After Hornblower’s rejection it 
was understood that the President would not 
nominate anybody from New York, or, if he 
did, would find some one already on the bench, 
so that Hill and Murphy could not have the 
excuse of making a personal fight. But Mr. 
Cleveland seems to have thought that he must 
maintain his reputation for stubbornness by 
picking out the most objectionable man he 
could select. The -majority of Republican 
Senators voted against Hornblower because 
they thought better men might be found for 
a bench, and they cared little for the quar. 
rél between Cleveland and Hill. As regards 
Peckham’s nomination they are equally indif- 
ferent whether thé President or the New York 
Senators shall triumph. They don't hold it 
against Peckham that he voted for Warner 
Miller in 1888, or that he was an anti-snap- 
per, but there are other factors which may 
cause them to oppose him. They think that 
President Cleveland ought to rise to the dig- 
nity of the occasion and drop out personal 
consideration by making proper nominations 
for the Supreme bench.

His Record as a Proseéutor. in the Tweed 
Ring Cases. 

New York, Jan, 22.-—-|Special.]|—Wheeler 
H. Peckham is a son of the late Judge Rufus 
W. Peckham of the Court of Appeals, who 
was drowned on the wreck of the steamship 
Ville du Havre Nov. 22, 1873. He was 
born in Albany sixty years ago. There he re- 
ceived his early education, which was con- 
tinued at Union College and the Colum. 
bia Law School. In 1854 he was admitted 
to the bar in this State, and immedi- 
ately afterwards left for the West, practicing 
law in St. Paul, Minn. In 1868 he came to 
New York, forming the firm of Miller, Stout- 
enburgh & Peckham, remainmg so. until 


(1880, when it was changed to Miller, Peck. , 
ham & Dixon, the present style. 
‘ham first attracted public attention by his 


connection with the prosecution of the Tweed 
ring. He was employed at first with Gen. 
Barlow by the:Citizens’ committee of 70, and 
afterwards, towards the close of 1871, he was 
retained by Charles ©’Conor to assist in the 
prosecution of indictments against Tweed, 
Sweeney, Connolly, and others of the ring. He 
had charge of the so-called $6,000,000 suits. 
Mr. Peckham has been conspicuvusly identi- 
fied with all reform movements in this city: 
He was appointed by Gov. Cleveland Nov, 22, 
1883, to succeed District-Attorney McKeon. 
He did not hold the office of District-Attorney 
long, resigning because of ill health and press 
of other duties. Two years ago he was elected 
President of the New York Bar Association, 
and ig now serving his third term in that 
affice. In that capacity he named the 
committee of the ‘association which con. 
demned Judge Maynard, and was himself an 
ex-officio member of it. He belonged to the 
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so-called anti-snapper wing of the Democratic 
party in this State. Mr. Peckham was also 
President for a time of the People’s Municipal 
League of this city. Justice Rufus W,. Peck. 
ham of the New York Court of Appeals is his 
brother. Mr. Peckham is a member of the 
Metropolitan, Manhattan, Century, Reform,

TO AMEND NICARAGUA CANAL ACT, 


Senator Morgan’s Bill Provides for Govern- 
‘ ment Guarantee of Bonds, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 22,—In the Sen- 

ate today Mr. Morgan introduced a volumi- 
nous bill amendatory of the act incorporating 
the Maritime Canal company of Nicaragua, 
It fixes the capital stock at 1,000,000 shares 
of $100 each, and requires that all stock 
heretofore subscribed or issued shall be can- 
celed and restored to the treasury of the com- 
pany, and all bonds issued and obligations 
to deliver bonds shall be redeemed ana can- 
celed. and all outstanding liabilities satisfied. 
The company is authorized to issue bonds to 
an amount not exceeding $70,000,000, bear- 
ing date of Jan. 1, 1894, to be payable Jan. 
1, 1954, but redeemable at the pleasure of 
the United States any timeafter Jan. 1, 1904, 
with interest at 3 per cent. It provides that 
%70,000,000 of the capital stock at the par 
value shall be issued to the United States in 
consideration of its guarantee of the bonds of 
the company, and $6,000,000 to be issued to 
the Government of Nicaragua and $1,500,000 
to the Government of Costa Rica. 

The remainder of the stock is to be applied 
exclusively to the construction of the canal. 
Ten of the fifteen directors of the company 
are to be appointed by the President.

OCEAN STEAMER ANDES GOES ASHORE. 


Dense Fog Prevails on the Shoals Where 
the Vessel Is Stranded. 

Atxiantic Ciry, N.J., Jan, 22.—[Special. ] 
--The big Atlas line steamer Andes, Capt. 
Henry Williams, from. South American ports 
for New York, with a cargo consisting of 
coffee, cocoa, hides, bananas, and specie, went 
ashore shortly after 12 o’clock last night on 
the Little Egg Harbor Beach shoals. A dense 
fog prevailed when the vessel stranded, and a 
strong flood tide anda heavy swell helped it 
well in on the shoals. It is leaking slightly. 
It is in the position oceupied by the ill-fated 
Parkfield ten years ago, which was lost there. 
Hundreds of bunches of bananas were jetti- 
soned this morning. Two tugs are now near 
the stranded veasel, in the hope of being able 
to render it assistance in the morning when 
the tide raises. Capt. Williams took 
his sun bearings yesterday at noon and 
at 4 o'clock, and laid his course to 
pass twelve miles east of Barnegat. He 
could see no lights when nightfall came, and, 
it is said, took the brigdntine whistling buoy 
tor the Barnegat buoy. A member of the lit- 
tle beach life saving crew sighted the stranded 
steamer at half-past 6 o’clock this morning 
fiying asigna! of distress from its foremast. 
Capt. J. C. Rider hurriedly got his crew to- 
gether and manned the surf boat. It was itu. 
possible to get alongside of the Andes because 
of the heavy sea. Two passengers were anx- 
ious to be taken off, and one of them finally 
swung down a rope, and as the lifeboat 
dashed close to the steamer he dropped safely 
in and was soon fellowed by the other. The 
crew of the Little Egg Harbor station had 
reached the distressed vessel from the upper 
side and received a package of teiegrams 
thrown down to them by Capt. Williams. The 
two passengers taken from the steamer were 
Drew Jones of Costa Riea and A. Pohly of 
Carthagena. Colombo, Mr. Jones said the re. 
port that the Andes had contagious disease

BOARD OF TRADE DIRECTORS WILL 
TAKE UP PUTS AND OALLS 


Violations of the Rules Will Be Considered 
and It Is Expected Such Trading Will 
Be Stopped—How the Traders Lay 
Themselves Liable for Damages as the 
Result of Such Transactions—Influences 
Which Will Result in a Return te Le- 
gitimate Trades Exclusively. : 


The directors of the Board of Trade will to- 
day take up in earnest the violation of 
rules regarding put and call trades and will 
endeavor to stop the abuses. This species of 
gambling has forthe last two years been 
steadily growing. It has crept from the curb 
to the corridors and from. corridors to the 
trading-room and the wheat-pit itself. The 
best element of the board sees that this condi- 
tion of affairs is not only bringing the good 
name of the board into disrepute but it is 
having an effect on the market quotations 
which they believe is disastrous both to the 
producer and trader. 

Men stood at the edge of the wheat-pit yes- 
terday and offered calls at the market. Those 
who are familiar with the methods of Board 
of Trade trading will appreciate what that 
means. A trader with an order to buy will, 
when met with an offer to sell a call at the 
market price which is ruling for the actual 
wheat, naturally buy the call instead of the 
wheat, for if the market goes up he can call for 
the wheat, while if it goes down he need not 
take it. With that easy aiternative before 
him he naturally takes the call and does not 
execute his buying order. That in turn de- 
prives the market of all support and prices 
naturally sag, and his call is valueless, 


Resem bling a Big Bucket-Shop. 


Members of the board of the highest stand- 
ing declare that this thing has gone on till 
the big board is reaching a standing little 
better than a big bucket shop, that it has be- 
come ridiculous in the sight of the commer- 
cial centers of the world, and that it is besides 
having a disastrous effect on quotations so 
pronounced asto be a matter of national 
concern. Itis not the moral or ethical side 
ot the question, however, that is likely to 
have the most. potent effect in the decision to 
banish privilege trading. There is another 
phase of this situation that is quicker to re- 
ceive attention in the minds of many Board 
of Traae operators. It is the fact that they are 
beginning to discover that they have run a 
risk in engaging in such operations for cus- 
tomers, which may be the source of a severe 
lesson. 

It isa common practice for a speculgtor 
to give an order to buy say 100,000 bushels 
of wheat and after the purchase order his 
broker to buy a put and sell a call on that 
amount ata fewcents apart. Then if the 
market goes down his loss is limited, because 
he can put the 100,000 bushels where he 
bought; if the market goes up the wheat is 
delivered out on the call and _ the 
speculator takes his small profit 
and congratulates himself. Put and call 
trading is both illegal in the eyes of the Board 
of Trade regulations and also under the laws 
of Illinois, 

. Where a Trader Might Suffer. 

If this operator had bought his 100,000 
bushels of wheat at 64 cents and it 
should subsequently go up to 80 cents, while 
his wheat was delivere 
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tomer could force the broker to deliver to 
him the 100,000 bushels of wheat he had 
bought, without any regard to the sale of the 
call by which the wheat was supposed to be 
delivered out and the deal closed. 

This phase of the situation seems likely to 
bring board tnembers toa clearer understand- 
ing of the evils of trading in putsand calls, 
Many of them have incurred liabilities in this 
way that would aggregate millions of dollars 
should the market ever advance sharply and 
traders undertake toenforce their legal rights. 
Under the present method tradefs are laying 
themselves liable to just such possible suits 
for damages. 


BOUND AND ROBBED BY BURGLARS, 


Raid on the Home of Charles Pease Near 
Cleveland, O. 

Crueveianpd, O., Jan. 22.—At 1 o’clock this 
morning burglars entered the house of a 
wealthy and retired railroad man, Charles 
Pease, who, with his housekeeper, Mrs, Davis, 
lived alone, two miles beyond West Cleveland. 
The burglar presented revolvers to Mr. 
Pease’s head and demanded his diamonds and 
money. He refused to give up either, where- 
upon the intruders bound and gagged both 
Pease and his housekeeper. They forced 
Pease to sign a check for $550. They then 


‘ransacked the ~house, obtaining about $100. 


They left their victims bound and gagged, in 
which condition they remained till 6 o’clock, 
when they were discovered by the hired man 
and released. Mr. Pease is in a precarious 
condition, as a result of his savage treatment, 
and his recovery is a matter of doubt. There 
is no clew to the robbers. 


HEAVY BLOW TO CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


The Mrs. Canfield Case Is Submitted to the 
Grand Jury, 

‘Uriea, N. Y., Jan. 22.—[Special.]|—The 
Oneida County grand jury reported regarding 
Christian Science treatment as follows: ‘* We 
believe that the remedy for an evil of this 
kind can only be found by the enactment of 
legislation which will afford a better and 
stronger security to the theory and practice of 
medicine.”’ The attention of the grand jury 
had been called the death of Mrs. Sophie 
Canfield, late of Boonville. In the last few 
weeks of her life she was treated by Christian 
Scientists, and died without the attendance of 
a physician, The Coroner’s jury severely de- 
nounced the scientists; and later the case was 
submitted to the grand jury. The jury re- 
ported this afternoon several indictments 
against Christian Science societies, and a 
series of resolutions criticising the practices 
indulged in by them. 


TWO PRISONERS LIABLE TO BE LYNCHED. 


They Strangle a North Carolina Jailer, 
Escape, and Are Captured, 

Ratean, N. C., Jan.- 22.—{Special.]— 
There is intense excitement at Roxboro, 
county-seat of Person County, and a double 
lynching is probable at any moment. Yes- 
terday morning two prisoners, Logan 
Meadows and Jasper Robertson, one an ex- 
convict, overpowered Willis Royster, the 
jailer, strangled him to death, and escaped. 
It is the second murder by strangling in 
North Carolina in a week. A large posse of 
well armed and mounted men captured the 
fellows. The population of all that section 
gathered and there was a plan to lynch them. 
Several preachers urged moderation and the 
crowd dispersed. Today the crowd gathered 
again and tonight a lynching is feared.

KEEPS UP THE FIGHT. 


GROVER’S OONFLIOT WITH HAWAII 
SEEMS IRREPRESSIBLE. 


His Minister Charged with Encouraging 
Rebellion Against the Dole Government 
--Willis Receives and Transfers to 
*Washington a Memorial from the Loyal- 
iste=J. A. McCandless, a Leading Ha- 
walian Merchant, Contradicts Blount in 


an Important Point. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 22.—[Special.]— 
Cleveland’s. administration seems to be Still 
waging war in Honolulu against the Hawaiian 
Government, At least, as late, as Jan. 6, 
Minister Willis was encouraging insurrection. 
This appears from the last batch of corre- 
spondence sent by the President to Congress 
today. Itis a memorial from the loyalists’ 
league, which Minister Willis received in his 
official capacity and translated to Washing- 
ton. It would be just as competent for Am- 
bassador Bayard to receive a memorial from 
a revolutionary party in London and trans- 
mit it to Washington. Durmg the’ rebellion 
if the British Minister in Washington had of- 
ficially, received memorials from the seceding 
States and sent them to London he would 
have got his passports within an hour after it 
became known. Yet he would have done no 
more than Minister Willis is doing in receiv- 
ing the memorials of the enemies of the pro- 
visional government. That government Would 
have the amplest justification for sending him 
home. As Mr. Boutelle,in his plucky fight 
for recognition in the House today, pointed 
out, the Cleveland administration is abetting 
insurrection against the Hawaiian Covern- 
nrent, and it is high time for Congress to stop 
the conspiracy. But on one pretense or an- 
other the subject is held off, 

The Senate committee investigating Ha- 
watian affairs continued its session this morn- 
ing with Mr, J. A. McCandless on the stand. 
This witness was a member of the Committee 
of Safety and one of the Advisory Council 
after the provisional government assumed 
power on the islands. He is one of the prom- 
inent American citizens who have lived on the 
islands for some years, where he is engaged 
in business. 

Mr. MeCandless’ testimony was on the side 
of the provisional government, In one part 
of his report Mr. Blount says that at the 
meeting of the Committee of Safety the night 
of Jan. 14 it was assented by all present that 
Stevens hed agreed with the committee that 
in the event they occupied the Government 
Building he would recognize the provisional 
government. 

Mr. McCandless attended this particular 
meeting, and flatly denied the statements of 
Mr. Blount, and said there was no under- 
standing of any kind with the American Min- 
ister, 

Mr. McCandless went into the landing of 
the troops and told what the situation was, 
supporting the other witnesses who have been 
before the committee on the side of the pro- 
visional government. He was in the ranks and 
carried a gun and was one of the persons who 
took possession of the Government Building. 
He therefore believed that he was in a posi- 
tion to know what was going on, and was 
whére he could see what was being done by 
the United States forces. 


BOUTELLE’S OLD RESOLUTION, 


He Again Calis It Up, bat Is Defeated by 
the Speaker. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 22.—At 1:55 
o’clock the Speaker laid before the House the 
President’s message on Hawaiian affairs.

The Speaker—The gentleman cannot rise to 
a question of privilege and violate the rules. 

Mr. Boutelle—Am I not allowed to speak? 

The Speaker—The Sergeant-at-Arms will 
request the gentleman to take his seat. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms appeared bearing the 
mace and Mr. Boutelle took his seat for the 
time beiny. 

The Speaker then put the question upon 
Mr. Wiison’s motion that the House resolve 
itself into Committee of the Whole, and, as the 
Republicans refrained from voting and only 
170 Democrats voted in the affirmative, Mr. 
Boutelle madethe point of no quorum 


and asked for tellers. The Speaker ap- 
pointed Mr. Wilson and Mr. Boutelle as 
tellers, whereupon Mr. Boutelle inquired 


whether he was qualified to act asa teller. 
The Speaker replied: ‘*The Chair will re- 
mark thatasa declination and appoint the 
gentleman from Illinois, Mr. Hopkins, and 
the gentlernan from West Virginia, Mr. Wil- 
son, tellers,’ adding, “the gentleman will 
gain nothing by such tactics.”’ 

A quorum of Democrats appeared and the 
Speaker announced the vote as being 180 in 
the affirmative and none in the negative; and 
the House thereupon resolved itself into C'om- 
mittee of the Whole and Mr. Richardson re- 
suined the chair. This ended the incident in 
the House.

EXECUTIVE MANSION, Jan. 22, 184, 
Petition of Hawaiian League, 
To President Cleveland—Sir: The Hawaiian 
people are moved with the deepest concern in 


view of the delayed and uncertain condition of 
Hawaii and also of the active 


affairs in 

hostility that seems to have suddenly de- 
veloped in tbe United States against the 
policy of your Excellency and the 


American administration regarding our uthappy 
little country and the just restoration of our na- 
tional monarchy. Wehave noted with anxiety 
and sorrow the apparent success which a cam- 
paiga of malign falsehoods has had ig the Ameri- 
can press, to embarrass the administration at 
Washington, and we reproach the newspapers of 
America for their unchivalrous and) untruthfal 
abuse of our Queen, who only a year ago was 
in the acknowledged lead of the Christian 
work in Hawaii and the gracious 
patron of sycophantic church society that now 
maligns her. Phsuetoee. in the event of the 
Hawaiian question having to be discussed before 
the American Congress, the Hawaiian people 
have thought it timely to come out of their past 
reserve and to assert their views, as against 
those of the provisional government, which false- 
ly assumes to represent the whole nation. To this 
effect the officers and members of the Hui Aloha 
Aina (Hawaiian Patriotic League), an association 
numbering over 8,000 lega} voters, created for the 
purpose of preserving the autonomy of the coun- 
try underthe native monarchy, have prepared, 
for such use as your Excellency may deem 
proper, the present memorial, for the public rat- 
ification of which they could confidently vouch, 
had the association been permitted to hold pub- 
lic rage for that pur in Honolulu and 
other districts.

The facts of this “ revolution,” as it is im- 
precety called, are now a matter of history. 
Under the false pretense of protecting American 
interests, which were in no way endangered, 
troops were landed regariless of internal rights 
from the United States steamship Boston the 
afternoon of Jan. 16, 1803, and so placed as to 
intimidate the Queen and interfere with 
the forees at her command, ~ which 
were ample to quell any domest c 
disturbance. At about 3 o'clock p. m. the next 
day, the 17th of Januery, a mod of a dozen 
aliens—principally Germens of a desrerate char- 
acter paid by the eonspirators—invaded the gov- 
ernment building, - whi 


eh was virtually com- 
manded by the United States troops: they then 
went through the faree of proclaiming the pro- 
visional government, which Minister Stevens 
hastendd to recognize and support before 
they had obtained possession of any 
of the other publie buildings, all 
strongly oceapied by the armed police and the 
Queen's guard. The Queon and her government, 
realizing the situation but unwilling to make 
war with the United States forces and to occasion 
useless bloodshed of innocent Hawaiian sub- 
jécts, yielded under protest to the superior force 
and moral power of the United States. And 
while waiting for the result of this appeal; with 
full confidence in the American honor, the Queen 
requested all her loyal subjects to remain abso- 
lutely quiet and passive, and to submit with 
patienes to all the insults that have been since 
icaped upon both the Queen and the people by 
the usurping government. 

rhe necessity of this attitude of absolute in- 
activity on the partof the Hawaiian people was 
further indorsed and emphasized by Commis- 
sioner Blount, so that it. the Hawaiians have 
held their peace in a manner that will vindicate 
their character as law-abiding citizens, yet it 
| cannot and must not be construed as evidence 
that they are apathetic or indifferent, or ready to 


acqiesce in the wrong and bow to the 
usurpers. No, the traditional virtue of the 
aborigines is respect and obedience to 
their rulers, and it has been ‘fully 


tested in the present crisis; and when the Ha- 
watian Patriotic League, whose representatives 
the present memorialists are, formed, its en- 
thusiastic branches all over the islands, the firat 
watchword wasto maintain a dignified peace 
poonine Soe arbitrament of the United States. 
lad it not been for the request of our sovereign 
there would doubtless have been a tremendous 
uprixing throughout the islands to erush the 
usurpers, but it would have been a sdd tule of 
blood and destruction, which, fronr the tirst, it 
was sought to avoid if possible. 


Truthful Blount Welcomed. 


The advent of Mr, Blount as a Special Com- 
missioner was hailed with satisfaction by both 
contending factions. His course in Hawaii was 
marked by a dignity, courtesy, and discretion 
that was. highly creditable to his country and 
gained for him atthe time the respect and the con- 
tidence of all classes. His report to the President 
has been characterized by the greatest imparti- 
ality and absolute respect for truth, so that this 
Patriotic League has fully indorsed it and can 
solemnly testify to its veracity and reliability. 

The letter of Secretary Gresham tothe Presi- 
dent and the instrnetions to Minister Willis to 
request the prdvisional government to relinquish 
its power to our legitimate sovereign have 
created a deep feeling of «ratitude in the minds 
and hearts of the Hawaiian people and a 
still more profound respect for the 
American Government, which now appears 
to be acting with the same spirit of 
justice and friendship that has always character- 
ized its actions in the past towards this little na- 
tion. And the policy therein outlined, though 
quite expected, has caused us to honor and re- 
spect your Excellency ax « distinguished, tirm, 
and just ruler, worthy of a great people. 

But, in the meantime, a number of the American 
pouple, deceived by the most astounding and un- 
jlushing falsehoods disseminated throngh the 
States by the papers supporting the plotters, do 
not realize the wrongs and sufferings that the 
true people of these islands have undergone for 
the last seven months under the shield of Ameri- 
can prestige. Infact, it ought to be understood 
that the people bave suffered even more than the 
sovereign. he Queen was simply deprived of 
her throne, power, and revenues, while ander the 
pretense of obtaining American liberty the peo- 
ple have lost their dearest liberties and civil 
rights. many their livelihood, and” were on the 
eve of losing even their nationality, their country 
having been offered without their assent as a 
barter by the filibusters who owe their power to 
Minister Stevens. 

The provisional government, its leaders and 
their defenders, claim abroad to represent the 
Hawaiian nation. This we must emphatically 
deny; they represent only u clique, bent upon op- 
pressing the masses; they are only a fractional

merchants, capitalists, planters, and mechan- 
ies are also opposed to the same and 
are avowed sympathizers of the mon- 
archy. And we. solemnly declare that unless 


crushed by force—as old Poland was--the 
Hawaiian people will never be conciliated to the 
present misrule. This the provisional govern- 
ment so wellknow that they have persistently 
refused to have their tenure of power legalized 
and ratified by public vote, even on a restricted 
basis of property qualification; and ever since 


Mr. Stevens’ coyp de main, to maintain 
themselves in _ they have dle- 
pended—as proved by their military § dis» 
play—not on the sympathies, confidence, and 


good will of the people, but on the force of alien 
bayonets and of Drasanian laws. How can they 
have the insolence to call themselves *‘the peo- 
le” when they exist solely as a military despot- 
ism and oligarchy, which deties all public. opin- 
ion and constitutional ideas’ They are commen 
pirates and cling to their ill-gotten power as free- 
booters. 

Furthermore, the provisional government. now 
claim their right (through might) to perpetuate 
themselves, to declare themselves permanent 
without any reference to the people or to the tax- 
payers, although the American Government has 
very correctly declared that the only exeuse to 
their existence (the negotiations for annexation 
to the United States) was at anend. This is the 
greatest of all the aggravations and provocations 
to the Hawaiians that have been accumutated 
against them on account probably of their peace- 
ful and patient attitude. 


Their Grievances in Detail, 


And here a short exposé of our grievances, as 
resulting from our patient confidence in the jus- 
tice and honor of the American Nation, will not 
be out of place: 

1. Through Minister Stevens’ premeditated 
conspiracy the Hawaiian people have been de- 
prived of all their political rights, and the pro- 
visioral government has emphaticaily declared 
that no more elections would be held 4S long as 
they could keep control of the country; thus 
sixty years of recognized rights are swept away 
at the whim of a seifish and small minority. 

2. The legal constitution have been virtually 
abrogated, as declared by judicial! decisions; the 
inhabitants of Hawaii now really live under the 
arbitrary sufferance of the provisional govern- 
ment and under the laws which an irresponsible 
“advisory council” recruited between them- 
selves choose to enact or to cancel to satisfy the 
prejudices and whims of their little clique; and 
it is only the fear-of the foreign representatives 
that deters them from absolute star chamber 
rate, 

3. The people have lost all confidence in the 
administration of justice, asthe Supreme bench 

formerly the model of integrity and the pride 
of the country—as well as all the lower courts 
have been filled by adventurers with no other 
claim than partisanship, whereby crimes are 
conventionally condoned when committed “by 
followers or sympathizers of the provisional gov- 
ernment, while honest citizens known ‘to be 
royalists have been harshly treated or denied 
justite and satisfaction. 

4.§The public funds have been outrageously 
squandered for the maintenance of an unneces- 
sarily large army fed in luxury and composed 
entirely of aliens, mainly recruited from the most 
direputablé classes of San Francisco. To fade 
the expenditure of this force and the afms that 
hayes been imported by thousands, nearly all the 
public works have been suspended, and yet in 
the presence of the country’s impending bank- 
ruptey the taxes (which have already been large- 
ly increased) will have to be doubled or more. 

5. All the natives and the foreign royalists 
have been disarmed, while arms have been dis- 
tributed wholesale to all aliens who profess sym- 
pathy to the provisional government, and princi- 
pans to the Portuguese element, who form a 
arge but ignorant and vicious part of our popu- 
lation; and this alone constitutes a permanent 
menace to the society anil peace,of the com- 
munity. 

6. Several clubs and leagues composed most 
of Germans, Portuguese, and Scandinavians, wit 
really few American citizens, have been called 
into existence for the support of the revolution- 
arty government, and these organizations, with 
socialistic ‘tendencies, have me an wncon- 
trollable power, this fact being recognized and 
admitted by the Executive Council, who are in- 
timidated by their clamors for the dismissal 
from public service of ail Hawaiian or Hawaiian- 
born subjects, to be replaced by the newly arrived 
adventurers at their nomination. 

7. These clubs and their organs have repeated- 
ly threatened murder, violence, and deportation 
against all those not in sympathy with the pres- 
ent state o and the police being in their 
control intimida 18 4 common weapon under

Want Their Rights. 


The above is but a faint outling of what the 
Hawaiians have suffered and are now rem fe 
under the régime imposed on them by the allege 
Christians of Mr. Stevens’ following. And while 
the Hawaiians, disarmed by American ‘interven- 
tion, have been patiently and peacefully waiting 
the judgment of your administration the pro- 
visional government—actually under American 
protection-—heve diligent! employed the long 
delay and usec the people's money fortifying 
themselves. They have grown desperate, so that 
when the arbitration of the United States is de- 
cided against them these very men who ap- 
pealed to America and claimed American citizen- 
ship for the furtherance of their self- 
ish ends, turn around ready—with their alien 
soldiers imported for the purpose—to _ fight 
against their own government and the soldiers of 
their nation. hese unholy * patriots’ are 
ready and willing tocommit against their own 
country the crimes of rebellion and high treason, 
all the more heinous in this case since the Ha- 
waiians, who might havesome right to fight in 
their own country for their own independence, 
have always declared their unchangeable resolu- 
tion not to lift an aggressive han ainst the 

reat Nation which in the past has so befriended 

awaii, and their readiness to abide by its de- 
cision, be that what it may. a 

Will it now appear a wonder that the provision- 
al government poet rendered themselves odious 
to all classes except their immediate support- 
ers? We shall not dwell on the fact that the pro- 
visional government has never been a legally 
constituted administration, but merely a tem- 
porary de facto police organization’ to preserve 
the peace pending the action of the United 
Their power could only come from the 
pecple, who have not been consulted, because a 
public meeting. of less than a thon- 
sand foreigners, mostly non-voters, out of 
a total voting population of 18,000 and a total 
number of inhabitants of 92,000, cannot be said 
to constitute the nation. Yet we hear that the 
principal objection raised by otherwise well- 
meaning Americans against your -Excellency’s 
policy of doing justice to our cause is the appar- 
ent inconsistency of a republican form of govern- 
ment restoring a monarchy. 

But we claim that our case is really a question 
of right for equity and not one of aform of gov- 
ernment. Itis the matter of a peaceful mon- 
arehy, friendly to the United States, invaded by 
the hostile forces of that republic to assist a rev- 
olutionary junta, who verily intended to use 
America only as a convenient catspaw for their 
personal interests. The principle of monar- 
chical government may be distasteful to the rad- 
ical democracy of America, but it is the chosen 
and preferred form of the Hawaiian people, 
under which, with its constitutional limitations, 
they and the foreign settlers have  pros- 

ered and enjoyed, equally as well as any repub- 

ic, all the adeaninass and democratic privileges 

of popular government. Why should the Amer- 
icans in Hawaii, who constitute merely the small’ 
portion of 2.14 per cent of our population, or 
the people in America, 2.000 miles away, object 

to a monarchical form of government in Hawaii, 

popular with the great majority of the popula- 

tion whe have here their only home and coun- 

try? Therefore, the Hawaiians asa nation ap- 

peal for justice and redressto the impartiality 
of the American Nation, in whose honor, integrity. 

and love of fair play we have so long and so 

patientiy trusted. As peaceful and law-abiding 
citizens, ever ready to submit to the constitution- 

al rule of the majority duly expressed through 

an untrammeled ballot-box, we ask that, in the 

place of the present temporary usurpers who are 
iostile to the native race, our own governmeut, 

in the person of Queen Lilinokalani, be restored 

to us with a new Constitution more equitable to 

us than the one that was wrested from the late 

hing Kalakaua in 1887 through force of arms. 

To this effect we now pray the God of a com- 
mon faith that right, justice, and honor prevail- 
ing. Hawaii, our home and country, be allowed 
again to enjoy the blessings of the independent 
autonomy and constitutional régime which were 
so infamously subverted the 17th day of January 
last: and we also earnestly pray that the Al- 
mighty may grant all his blessings on yourself, 
Mr. President, and onthe whole American Na- 
tion. 

And your memorialists, Mr. President, have the 
honor tobe. of your Excellency, most humble 
and obedient servants.

BELL’S SILVER AND ANTI-BOND BILL, 


Peculiar Measure Presented by the Colo- 
rado Populist Congressman, 
Wasninatoy, D. C., Jan, 22.—Mr. Bell of 
Colorado introduced in the House today a 
bill to provide for the withdrawal of the dis- 
cretionary power of the Secretary of. the 
‘Treasury to issue bonds, to provide for the 
coinage of all silver in the Treasury, for the 
issue of non-interest bearing Treasury notes 
for current expenses to protect the gold re- ‘ 
serve and to give immediate relief to the 1 
Treasury. Sec. 1 withdraws the discretionary 
power heretofore given to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue bonds, and prohibits the 
issue of bonds for any purpose until-the ne- 


cessity for the issue is first determined 
by Congress, see, 2S directs the 
coinage of the silver in the 


Treasury as rapidly as possible and the iasue 
of certificates on all uneovered silver and 
their payment for government obligations. 
By Sec. 3 the Secretary of the Treasury is re- 
quired to pay out upon the obligations of the 
government 66% per cent of all silver now 
in the Treasury held for the redemption of 
silver certificates, and thereafter he shall be 
reyuired to retain in the Treasury no more than 
33)¢ per cent of the silver coin for the re- 
dem ption of ‘outstanding silver certificates. If 
at any time the current revenues of the govern- 
ment shall be insufficient to meet the current 
expenses the Secretary of the Treasury is to 
issue non-interest-bearing Treasury notes re- 
deemable at the pleasure of the government 
incoin. The bill declares it the duty of the 
secretary to protect the gold reserve and to 
refuse payment of more than a moiety of an 
obligation of the government. exceeding 
$1,000 in gold coin unless the obligation is 
specially payable in gold or unless the inter- 
est of the Treasury reserve’ would be bene- 
tited thereby. °

Twice Attempts Suicide. 


He has twiee attempted to commit suicide, 
only two weeks ago cutting two ugly gashes 
in his throat. He has had sevoral ugly spells 
and once drove the other prisoners in the jail 
into a corner.and nearly frightened them to 
death, since which time he has been confined 
by himself. Opinion is divided as to whether 
he did these things to feign insanity or wheth- 
er he is actually insane. His uncle, Con 
Hart, stated the night of the murder that John 
had not been quite right for a long time; that 
he had spells every now and then when it re- 
quired two or three strong men _ to hold him, 
and that the family had been afraid of him 
for some time.

The Supreme Court Affirms Its Former 
Decision in the Action Brought by J. 
A. Harvey, President of the State Tem- 
perance AllianceeNew Feature of the 
Investigation’ at Lansing, Mich., as to 
Altering the RetufnseTrial of the Ex- 
Priest’s Friends at Kansas City. 


Megs Morves, la., Jan, 22.—{Special.]—The 
prafiibitory amendment has been heli by the 
Supreme Court of the State for a second time 
not a part of the Constitution of lowa. The 
opinion was handed down’ by Justice Roth- 
rock today. ‘The occasion for it was the final 
adjudication of a cause carried up on appeal 
from the Polk County District Court a year 
ago in which J. A. Harvey, President of the 
State Temperance Alliance, was refused a 
writ of mandamus by Judge W. F. Conrad to 
compel Secretary of State'W. M. McFarland 
to certify to the amendment asa part of the 
Constitution of Iowa. After stating the posi- 
tion of the two sides to the latest controversy 
over the amendment the opinion of Justice 
Rothrock goes on to say: 

‘It will be observed that the defendant did 
not refuse to make a copy of the alleged 
amendment and certify that it was a public 
record in his office without determining its 
legal effect. The plaintiff demanded more 
than this. He insisted in the court below and 
claims now that it was the duty of the defend- 
antto certify that the amendment was part 
of the Coustitution of the §tate, notwith- 
standing it has been decided by this court that 
the same was no part of the Constitution. It 
plainly appears from the whole record jn the 
case that the object in making the demand 
was to review and again present the question 
of the validity of the so-called amendment in 
the courts. The plaintiff, in quite a volumin- 
ous printed argument in this court, presents 
the controversy anew. At the very outset of 
the argument it is stated that the issue made 
by the defendant brings anew before the court 
the question whether Sec. 26, Art. 1 (the 
prohibitory amendment), is part of the Con- 
stitution, 

** It is provided by Sec. 3,706 of the code 
that every officér having the custody of a pub- 
lic record or writing is bound to give any 
person on demand a certified copy thereof on 
payment of the legal fees therefor. It may 
be that under this section of the statute the 
defendant can be required to certify a copy of 
any record in his office and identify it. But 
that is a mere ministerial act. He cannot be 
compelled to decide as to the legal effect of 
any of the recordsin his custody. The de- 
fendant is just as much bound by the decision 
of this court that the alleged amendment was 
not legally adopted as any other public offi- 
cer or citizen of the State. The plaintiff in 
effect demanded that the defendant 
should determine that the said amendment 
was in force notwithstandifig the decision of 
this court. It is so plain as to require no 
argument that a mere ministerial ofticer is 
clothed With no such authority. But suppose 
that the defendant had complied with the 
plaintiff's request. His decision would have 
been an attempt to overrule a solemn adjudi- 
cation of the highest court of the State, and 
would have been of no possible advantage to 
the plaintiff or the alliané¢e which he repre- 
sents. It is true that he could have publisbed 
it and circulated it among the people of the 
State, claiming it was part of the Constitu- 
tion, but that act would not make it part of 
the Constitution, and it would have no effect 
except possibly to deceive some of them and 
lead them to believe the said amendment was 
legally adopted.”’

VOTES OF TWO COUNTIES CHANGED, 


Important Discovery in Connection with 
the Investigation at Lansing, Mich. 

Lawsina, Mich., Jan. 22. —[|Special.]|—The 
investigation into the juggling of the canvass 
of the vote for constitutional amendments in- 
creasing the salaries of State officers resulted 
today in demonstrating that the juggling 
commenced in 1891. The Democratic Board 
of Canvassers in canvassing the vote cast on 
the amendment increasing the salary of the 
Attorney-General from $800 to $2,500 a 
year threw out the entire vote of Gratiot Coun- 
ty, which gave an adverse majority of 690, 
and also altered the vote of Gogebic County 
so as to make it appear that the amendment 
received 1,319 votes in that county, whereas 
it received only 319.

BUILDING AND LOAN DECISION, 


Rights of a Member in Illinois Defined as 
to Transfer. 

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Jan. 22.—[Special. ]—At- 
torney-General Moloney today rendered an 
opinion in which he holds that a building and 
loan association ordinarily has no power to 
transfer a member from one series of stock to 
another without his consent; but if such trans- 
fer is made with the knowledge and acquies- 
ence of the member his assent is inferred; and 
if he remains in the series to which he pas 
been transferred he will undoubtedly be 
stopped from saying that the transfer was 
made without his consent. A member cannot 
as a matter of right demand a transfer from 
one series to another. To properly do so the 
certificate of stock or book should be sur- 
rendered to the association properly indersed, 
its value estimated, and a new certificate or 
book be issued in the series to which the trans- 
fer has been made. To do this requires the 
consent and codéperation of the member. 


SHOWS INDIANAPOLIS GROWTH, 


City Shows an Increase of 7,000 in Popu- 
lation in One Year. 
Inpranapouis, Ind., Jan. 22.—[Special.]|— 
The new city directory, now in the hands of 
the binders, contains 57,598 names, which 
itis figured gives Indianapolis a population 
of 143.995, an increase of nearly 7,000 
over last year. The annual report of Nelson 
J. Hyde, State Supervisor of Uils, shows 
that the total output of the Indiana oil fields 
for 1898 was 2,335,288 barrels from 682 
wells. Itis expected a greater number of 
wells will be drilled in during the ensuing 
year than have been sunk altogetherin the 
past.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


ANNUAL BEPORT OF *THE+ OOMMIS- 
SIONER OF CALIFORNIA. 


Ratios of Losses to Premiums in All Com- 
panies in the State<—A Series of Sugges- 
tions for Improved Insurance Condi- 
tions=Some That Conld Be Adopted 
with Advantage—Toledo Rate Complica- 
tion—Annual Statement of the Niagara 
and Caledonian Companies, 


The annual report of the Insurance Com- 
missioner of California will make its appear. 
ance inafew days. The ratio of losses to 
premiums received by all fire companies do- 
ing business in the State was 39.4 per cent for 
last year. In 1892 it was 38.9 per cent and 
in 1891 36.1 per cent. The fire losses for 
the year, however, were in reality larger than 
indicated by the report, as the Pacific Insur- 
ance Union in December adopted a resolution 
not to pay losses under the sixty days allowed 
for investigation by agreement between the 
companies and policy holders. The total for 
last year without the sums saved temporarily 
by the operation of this clause is‘ larger than 
for either of the two preceding years. The 
California companies doinga general business 
and having headquarters in other States fared 
worst with a Joss ratio of 42.3 per cent. For- 
eign companies doing ®usiness in California 
got off with a loss ratio of 87.3 per cent. The 
loss ratio of local companies was 38.8 per 
cent, 

The premiums received by home fire com- 
panies in 1893 amounted to $740,927 and 
the losses aggregated $287,276. For 1892 
the premiums and losses were $942.571 and 
$361,065 respectively. 
in other States received premiums of $2,538,- 
643, as against $2,703,607 in 1892, and 
paid losses of $1,060,828. as against 
$1.073,367. Foreign companies received 
premiumsin 1893 of $3,500,882 and in 
1892 of $3,329,005 and paid losses last year 
of $1,306,515 and in 1892 of $1,293,930. 
Total premiums of last year were $6,780,- 
453 and losses $2,667,100. 


FOR BETTER INSURANCE CONDITIONS. 


A Series of Suggestions Furnished by an 
Eastern Underwriter. 

A correspondent of the Commercial Bulle- 

tin furpishes a dozen suggestions for improve- 

ment# in underwriting methods and condi- 


tions as follows: 

First—Every contract of fire insurance shall be 
for a period» of one year only, thus prohibiting 
short term and two, three, four, five years and 
longer term business, and thereby establishing a 
uniform basis for a scientific computation of the 
reinsurance reserve. 

Second—Every contract of fire insurance shall 
be issued for only such amount as shal be car- 
ried by the company underwriting the same, 
without reinsurance, thus forming an actual ba- 
sis for taxation and allowing opportunity for 
legitimate competition. 

hird—No company shall reinsure any part or 
parts of any of its policies or contracts with any 
other company, corporation, association, or in- 
dividual. 

Fourth—No company shall issne a policy on 
any singie risk for an amount in excess of (say) 
5 per cent of its capital. 

‘ifth—No commission, rebate, return premium, 
or abatement shall be paid to the insured or to 
any person or corporation not holding a license 
from the State in which the property insured is 
located. 

Sixth—No company shall pay any corporation, 
company, association, or individual—not holding 
a license from the State in which it is doing busi- 
ness, and a certificate of authority from the said 
company, or who does notissvue and countersign 
policies as — for such company—a compensa- 
tion in any shape or form in excess of 10 per cent 
of the premium consideration named in the policy. 

Seventh—The reinsurance reserve of every com- 
pany shall be based on a -——- percentage of the 
amount of insurance in force, and not of the pre- 
minum received. 

Eighth—Every contract of fire insurance shall 
be based on a percentage of 80 per cent insur- 
ance to value and the insured shall, in the event 
of losa, 


arrest prosecute any person or persons 
found guilty of incendiarism or arson. 

Eleventh—It shall not be lawful for any com- 
pany to adjust a loss with any insured upon 
whose premises a fire has originated until the 
origin of said fire has been fully investigated 
and reported upon to the proper authorities by 
the said Fire Coroner and the fact satisfaetoril 
established that the fire did not result throug 
any act or neglect of the insured. 

Twelfth—No loss shall be paid until sixty days 
after adjustment of the claim has been filed by 
the insured with the comgeny or companies in- 
suring and with the said Fire Coroner. 


Toledo Rate Complication. 

At the time of the recent Toledo fire some curi- 
osity was expressed by local insurance men re- 
garding the line on the Chamber of Commerce. 
The representatives of the building failed to 
agree with Toledo underwriters on rates, and ef- 
forts were made to place some of the insurance 
here at cut rates. The board rate was 150, and 
it has been understood that the risk was finally 
written in New York. The board held a meeting 
and decided that, as an inducement to patronize 
local agents, if the chamber would only place the 
line at home the rate would be reduced to 120. 
Four hours after this meeting the building was 
destroyed by the recent conflagration, and since 
then it has develo that the line was actually 
written at 100 and 110 by Dr. Val Braun, a To- 
ledo agent, and a member of the local board, 
who was also present at the meeting at which 
the quctien of reduction of the rateqvras dis- 
cussed, 


More Annual Statement Figures. 
Advance figures of the Niagara and Caledo- 
nian annual statements were received here yes- 
terday. They show for the Niagara: Assets, 
$2,214,193; reinsurance reserve, $1,106,657 ; and 
net surplus, $303,418. The figures for the Cale- 
donian are given as follows: Assets, $1,879,500; 
reinsurance reserve, $1,183,120; and net sarplus, 
$369,059. The Sun Fire Office shows a reduc- 
tion of $221,706 in assets, $102,657-in reinsur- 
ance reserve, and $119,389 in net surplus. The 
German-American of New York increased its re- 
insurance reserve to $2,700,619 from $2,472,884 
during last year. The total assets have n re- 
duced from $6,202,395 to $5,997,403, and the 

net surplus from $2,256,915. to $1,657, 45%. 


General Insurance Notes. 


The subject of charging for indorsements 
has been raised by the Boards of Underwriters in 
New York and Boston. 

A bill providing for the appointment ofa 
State fire marshal has beeu introduced in the 
Maryland Legislature. 

The Pacific Union has doubled ite rates on 
the Midwinter Exposition property,on account of 
inadequate fire protection. 

For the first time in the history of Maryland 
legislation the insurance interest is represented 
by a standing committee in each House. 

The total property loss of Kansas City by 
fire last year was about $763,715, with insur- 
ance involved to the amount of $4,970,000. 

The Hamburg-Bremen, Transatlantic of 
Hamburg, and Security Insurance company of 
New Haven have withdrawn from Maryland. 

The Underwriters’ Salvage company of 
New York has transferred W.G. Sears, its repre- 
sentative for the West and Southwest, to Cin- 
cinnati. 

The Atlas Mutual of Boston is being ex- 
amined by the Massachusetts Insurance Depart- 
ment. Itis said the report will show slight im- 
pairment, 

The premium returns of companies for fire 
patrol assessment are coming in slowly, and it is 
said they willshow a considerable decrease in 
business for last year over the previous year. 

The Citizens’ Insurance company of New 
York, which decided on its Chicago representa- 
tion a week or two ago, has selected QO. J. 
Wiggins & Co. as its Cincinnati local agents. 

Noone appears to know anything of the 
affairs of the Roake Building and Loan Associa- 
tion or of its alleged secretary, W. H. Pettec.

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INGALLS SAYS VAN AUKEN IS A FORGER. 


Secured His Signature and Copied It on @ 
Contract, 

Crvommatt, O., Jan, 22.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent Ingalls today received from Quincy 
copies of the bond and contract to which his 
name was attached and at once pronounced 
them forgeries. He also received a telegram 
from E. H. Osborn saying the Quincy people 
would spend $10,000 to catchWan Auken, 
and that they were close on his track. From 
this and other information railroad men here 
think that the Quincy capitalists were caught 
for several thousands. Last summer, while 
in Washington, Ingalls received a letter trom 
Van Auken at Chicago saying. he wished to 
see him about a big project. Ingalls sent a 
letter making an engagement two weeks from 
that date. He heard nothing more from Van 
Auken, but it is evident that. from this letter 
the latter got the President’s signature. Laat 
Wednesday Ingalls received a letter from the 
Quincey people saying: ‘*We would like to 
have Some money advanced on your con- 
tract.” He wired them that he knew nothing 
of any contract, and asking what they meant. 
rhe answer wus the copies of the forgeries re- 
ceived in this morning’s mail. 

[Alva M. Van Anken is still missing. The 
friends and business associates of the alleged 
forger are losing faith in him. The last heard 
from him was a brief telegram which was re- 
ceived last Friday, dated Hoffman House, New 
York. His private secratary said yesterday that 
his present address was unknown and that Van 
Auken left Chicago with his wife last Wednes- 
day, say he intended taking a rest in the 
country. Some of his friends still think the 
charges against him are untrue and that he will 
turn up all right in a few days with evidence to 

rove the %30.000 contract, on* which 
10 «6p has secured an unknown amount 
from Quincy, Iil., capitalists, to 
be genuine and not u forgery, as 
charged by President Ingalls. They say the only 
evidence against Van Auken is two brief fele- 

ams from Mr. Ingails in reply to inquiries 
rom Quincy people who suspected Van Auken’s 
business methods. In the first telegram Mr. 
Ingalls said he knew no man named Van Anuken 
and the contract was a forgery. He asked that 
a copy of the paper be forwarded to him in 
order to enable him to prosecute Van Auken. 
In the second telegram Mr. Ingalls said he 
would not prosecute, as he had lost no money. 
Van Auken’s friends claim Mr. Ingalls did not 
wish his name mentioned in connection with 
the Quincy deal. They also say Van Anken 
paid numerons bills prior to leaving which he 
could have left unpaid hai he been dishonest. 


In the face of this they admit that the main | 


circumstances surrounding the case indicate a 
skillfully laid plan to defrand the Quincy peo- 
ple out of the greater part of 830,000. he 
amount of money actually realized by Van 
Auken is unknown. The interested parties say it 
will not exceed a few hundred dollars. 
The missing man is well known among Chicago 
engineers. He was formerly employed as assist- 
ant engineer on the Drainage Canal, and isa 
member in good standing of the Western Society 
of Engineers. One year ago Van Auken coin-

| wg For some months he worked alone.

ard from whom -he borrowed money. he pro- 
ceeded to increase his office force. Within the 
last month he has rented and furnished a fine 


suite of offices on the sixth floor of the Omahaeys 


Block and employed eight civil engineers, two 
stenographers, and a bookkeeper. On all the 
office doers is painted the sign: * Inter-State In- 
vestment and Constructing Company. Construct- 
ing the Peoria, Springtielid and St. Louis Rail- 
road. A. M. Van Auken, President.’’ The 
“ company” was never organized, incorporated, 
or stocked. The President was the only official. 
There are no assets except the office furniture, 
which is not entirely paid for. Van Auken lived 
at Lemont. His neighbors say he left all the 
household goods and said he would return ina 
few days. | é'

METROPOLITAN ELEVATED DEOIDES 
ON ELEOTRIO MOTIVE POWER. 


Alley Elevated Officers Incorporate a New 
Company to Build a Down-Town Ter- 
minale Elevated Securities Are Heavy= 
Street Railway Stocks Firm, but Not 
ActiveeGold May Come Out of the 
Treasury to Pay for Bonds<—Stock jSales 


and Quotasions, 

The Executive committee of the Metropoli- 
tan Elevated railroad company has decided to 
adopt electricity as the motive power on fhat 
road. No definite contract has yet been made 
for the electrical equipment, but the manage- 
ment has for some time been carefully study- 
ing the matter and has now come to the de- 
cision that electricity is the best motive power 
they can use. Several electrical Companies 
have offered to put in an electric plant for 
operating the road and guar@ntee the expense 
of operation to be below that of any other 
method. The Executive committee, however, 
is inclined to putin the electric plant on the 
company’s responsibijity and are now care- 
fully studying the various methods for 
applying such motive power, The fourth 
call has been made for a 20 per cent assess- 


ment on the bonds, and is payable Feb. 21. 
This will leave but 20 per cent still to be called, 
It is remarkable that the several calls have been 
paid with absolutely no default of consequence, 
even though the financial difficulties of last year 
might lead to the expectation that there would 
be some difliculty in that direction. The financial 
strength of the subscribers to the Metropolitan 


securities is noteworthy. 

The feature of the stock market yesterday was 
the heavy selling of Lake street elevated. There 
was sharp pressure to market the stock at the 
second call and the quotations declined from an 
opening at \% to 234%, and the stock closed 
4t that price. The occasion for the drive 
was information that led traders 
to believe thet/snits for damages are soon to be 
instituted by property owners along the line. A 
letter from the Lake Street company’s attorney, 
Clarence Knight, to a West Side real estate man, 
written with a view of getting expert testimony 
from the real estate man in damage suits about 
to be instituted was in evidence and was accepted 
as undoubted proof that such suits for damages 
will soon be started. Whether they result in 
unfavorable verdicts or not such suits will be a 
source of considerable expense to the company 
just as they have been to the Manhattan Elevated 
in New York. 

The incorporation yesterday by the officers of 
the South Side Rapid Transit company of the 
Sogth Side Extensiou railroad company indicates 
some vigorous intentions regarding a down-town 
terminal. Particulars regarding this project 
will be found elsewhere. The capital of the 
company ts $1,000,000, 

Rapid Transit stock was as heavy as Lake 
street, selling down from 32% to3l. Elevated 
earnings continue to prove a disappointment to 
investors in the securities, and the conundrum as 
to just how operating expenses and fixed charges 
are to be earnéd is still unanswered. Traffic 
must increase materially before net earnings will 
be sufficient to take care of the ‘fixed charges. 
The believers in elevated railroads have stro 
hopes that the building of more | branches wil 
bring the requisite increase in traffic, while the 
surplus on hand will meet all fixed requirements 
until this increased traffic is available. Traders 
are not all taking so hopeful a view of the situa- 
tion. however. 

The street railways were not specially active, 
but showed .considerable firmness.

WESTERN ROADS OPPOSED TO NOR- 


THERN PAOIFIO TERMS. 


While Desirous of Preventing Any Rate 
War, if Necessary They Are Ready to 
Protect Their Intérests, Come What 
May=The Situation Lucidly Analyzed=— 
Heavy Drop in East-Bound Shipments 
on Aceount-of Restoration of Rates, 


Much opposition is manifested by the West- 
ern Passenger Association lines towards the 
proposed settlement of the transcontinental 
passenger troubles. They think accepting 
the terms proposed by the North Pacific 
coast lines would place the direct lines from 
Chicago via the Missouri River gateway at a 
great disadvantage. The Canadian Pacitic 
insists upon a differential rate of $7.50 first 
class and $5 second class on ali business via 
Victoria and ocean route toSan Francisco 
from the territory of the Western Passenger 
Association, and also via Port Arthur and the 
Shasta route. These conditions have 
been accepted by the Union Pacific, 
Northern Pacific, and Great Northern. 
When this proposition was submitted to 
the lines in the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion for ratification, the Canadian Pacific 
made a statement to the effect that it had 
carried only 344 per cent of the California 
traffic, On the other hand, the Western Pas- 
senger Association lines contend that on ac- 
count of the large differentials and excessive 
commissions paid by the Canadian Pacific 
they have practically been driven out of New 
England. ey felt they could not consist- 
ently recognize a » hone of differentials which 
would give to the Canadian Pacific an undue 
proportion of their business. The argument 
was made that by right the North Pacific 
coast lines had no claim whatever to any por- 
tion of the California business, but, in a spirit 
of compromise and tosecure harmonious rela- 
tions between the lines, the Western 
Passenger Association lines reed to 
recommend the adoption of a differential 
not to exceed $5 firet class and $2.50 second 
class via Victoria and the ocean to San Fran- 
cisco, but that no differential be allowed on 
rates via Port Arthur and the Shasta route. It 
was also claimed the Southern Pacific, which 
had agreed on a lower basis of divisions with 
the Canadian Pacific on business via Port Ar- 
thur and the Shasta route, was directly against 
the interests of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation lines. The Southern Pacific decided, 
so far as Portland. Ore., business was con- 
cerned, which it used to take through Ogden 
at equal rates, it would no longer be allgwed 
that privilege. 

The Western Passenger Association lines in- 
formed the North Pacific coast lines they 
would insist on the adoption of .an agreement 
for the regulation of commissions;- that the 
general question of revisiédn of round-trip 
tourist rates and routes to the Pacific coast 
must be acted upon, so that more revenue 
could be derived therefrom; that the Northern 
Pacific coast lines should enter into an agree- 
ment for the better protection of foreign im- 
migrant business; that the Union Pacific 
should open the route through Ogden to Port- 
land, so the lines doing business over the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande and Rio Grande Western 
could have an outlet for their traffic to the 
North Pacific coast. 

These various conditions did not appear to 
meet with any " mgpaaen cr favor on the part of 
the North Pacific coast lines. All of -them 
seemed to be inclined to stand by their agree- 
ment with the Canadian Pacific in its de- 
mands for large differentials. Mr. Hibbard 
of the Soo-Pacific is said to have stated that 
if the Canadian Pacific is thwarted in its de- 
sires, it would take most aggressive measures, 
even to the extent of wiping all Western As- 
sociation lines out of existence; that it would 
enforce its differential regardless of any 
action the Western Passenger Association 
lines might take, and that the propositions 
made by the North Pacific coast lines would 
have to be accepted or there would be serious 


results. 
The Union Pacific announced it undoubted- 


the uences : 
They informed the North ‘Pacific coast lines 
that, although they were desirous of prevent- 
ing another rate war, yet, if it became neces- 
sary to meet this competition, they were pre- 
pared for it. 

The North Pacific coast lines are now hold- 
ing another meeting in St. Paul to determine 
what rates they will put in effect from the 
Missouri River and St. Paul to the Pacific 
coast, and, as soon as a decision has been 
reached,a general meeting of the Western 
Passenger Association will be held to deter- 
mine what action shall be taken. It is quite 
certain that the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion lines, which control 95 per cent of the 
business, will stand up for what they consider 
their rights.

DEADLOOK IN COLORADO'S LEGISLA- 
TURE MORE COMPLICATED. 


The Joint Committee on Conference Agrees 
Upon Bills to Be Disposed Of, After 
Which It Recommends a Speedy Ad- 
journment=The Senate Adopts the Re- 
port, but the House Rejects It by a 
Large Majority=Ohio Legislators Intro- 
duce More Railroad Bills.

uppropriation bills covering the e~penses of 
the extra session.

The Senate adopted the report 
by a vote of 19 to 7. The House 
refused to accept by a vote of 19 yeas to 30 
nays. At the opening of the session today 
Representative Roth of Arapahoe, who has 
been absent in Chicago since the opening of 
the session, was in his seat. He said he was 
opposed to the whole affair, and added that if 
the members knew what the people in the 
East thought of them they would adjourn at 
once, The incident of the House session was 
when Representative Thomas called Repre- 
sentative Bromley (Pop.) a liar, and then re- 
peated it. Both branches passed memorials 
on ex-Gov, Gilpin. 


MORE RAILWAY BILLS IN OHIO, 


One Is to Compel Companies to Pay Em- 
ployes Every Month. 

Cotumsus, 0., Jan. 22.—[Special.]}—The 
Ohio General Assembly is still after the rail- 
roads, Mr. Griffin of Toledo today intro- 
duced a bill making it compulsory for rail- 
road companies to pay their employés every 
month and a failure to do so subjects the cor- 
poration to a fine of from $100 to $300. A 
bill introduced by Mr. Heinlein amends the 
law in a way giving the Commissioner of 
Railroads authority to order the placing of 
automatic alarm bells or other device 
for use instead of gates or watch- 
men at dangerous railroad crossings. Mr. 
Heinlein also seeks to make ~ more 
effective two sections of the tiquor laws. 
These provide that any husband, wife, child, 
parent, guardian, employer, or other person 
injured in person or property or means of 
support shall have cause of action against the 
saloonkeeper selling the liquor or the person 
owning the premises where sold, provided no- 
tice is given verbally or in writing.

The Executive committee 
of the People’s party of Arkansas met here 
tonight. A resolution was adopted denounc.- 
ing Secretary Carlisle for his ‘** unwarranted 
action in issuing bonds” and pledging the 
party to do all in its power to have the same 
repudiated.

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COCKRAN’S RIDICULOUS ASSUMPTIONS. 

Mr. Bourke Cockran, the Tammany orator, 
is being praised by the Democratic papers for 
his speech in support of the Wilson bill, and 
yet its only merit, if merit it can be called, 
was the serene audacity with which he broke 
through the barriers of fact and logic and 
poured forth atorrent of misstatements to 
support his fallacious theories, ft was evi- 
dent from the beginning to the end of his re- 
marks that he had studied up the free trade 
side of the tariff question hurriedly, just as he 
would study *up surgery if he were called on 
to defend a doctor charged with malpractice, 
but that he had not done so as thoroughly as 
if he knew thatthe liberty of his client and 
his own fees depended cn his success.

e of the tariff history of the 
the duties imposed by the act of 1846 created 
at once both a panic and a deficit. It knocked 
down the revenue so that it became about a 
third less than the expenditures and the deficit 
thus created continued year after year till the 
law of 1857 was replaced by the Morrill tariff 
in 1861, — 

If Mr. Cockran wants the evidence of the 
truth of these statements all he has to do is to 
look at the official table of receipts and ex- 
penses during the years referred to. He will 
find there that the customs revenue for the 
fiscal year ending July 1, 1857, was $63,- 
800,000, the total revenue of the government 
from all sources being $69,000,000 and the 
expenditures $67,600,000. There was a sur- 
plus. The following year the receipts from 
customs fell to $41,800,000 and the total 
revenues to $46,600,000, while the expenses 
were $74,000,000. There was a deficit of 
$27,000,000, For the next fiscal year the 
revenue from customs was $49,500,000, 
while the expenses were $69,000,000. The 
deficit that year was nearly seventeen millions. 
The revenue from customs in 1859-’60 was 
$53,100,000 and the deficit was seven mill- 
ions. In the next fiscal year the receipts from 
customs were $39,500,000, the total receipts 
of the governmen#$41,400,000, and the ex- 
penses $66,500,000, The deficit was $25,- 
000,000. 

The lowering of duties not only cut down 
income without lessening expenditure but it 
also caused a bad panic, drove the coin out 
of the country, cut down wages, caused 
strikes, lockouts, and business disturbances of 
all kinds, just as Bourke Cockran’s tariff is 
doing now inadvance. The people are dis- 
counting the new tariff bill—an expensive but 
a necessary proceeding. 

Mr. Cockran says he ** bases his statement 
on the experience of the world.”’ This is too 
vague. Were he to make a similarly broad 
statement in a court he would be asked to 
state his authorities a littie more specifically. 
If the ‘‘ experience of the world”’ was on his 
side what prevented his giving a few illustra- 
tions? He gave none—for he had none to 
give. Neither this nor any other nation ever 
passed as revolutionary a tariff bill as. the 
one under considération at Washington now. 
When European governments change their 
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only a little cut here and there. The Wilson- 
Cockran measure isa sweeping one. It cuts to 
the bone. .The “experience of the world,” no 
matter how carefully Mr. Cockran may scan 
it, will furnish him no arguments for his bill. 

Then he proceeds to claim that the Wilson 
bill will increase consumption as well as rev- 
enue.’ He says: 

Yet the gentlemen tell us here that this bill ‘is 
about to produce such a reduction of revennes as 
will paralyze the government, I deny it. I 
claim that this reduction in the tariff, based upon 
the experience of everybody, will increase con- 
sumption. It willinerease trade. It will broad- 
en commerce. It will not only increase the rev- 
enues by a larger yield of taxes, but it will in- 
crease the opportunities of the people to earn 
money with which the taxes are to be defrayed. 

But the tariff act of 1857 lessened revenue, 
consumption, trade, and commerce. That 
was the latest experiment of the United States 
in the destructive reduction of duties. Mr. 
Cockran does not remember its workings. 
He @id not reach this country until 1871. 
There are many who do recollect distinctly 
the consequences of tariff tinkering in 1857, 
and they do not think the precedent of that 
year a good one to follow, |

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PRESIDENT DOLE’S “ EXTRAORDINARY ’ 
LETTER. 

In his latest special message to Congress, 
transmitting further Hawaiian correspond- 
énce, the President says: ‘‘I transmit here- 
with dispatches received yesterday from our 
Minister at Hawaii, with certain correspond- 
ence which accompanied the same, including 
a most extraordinary letter dated Dec. 27, 
1893,' signed by Sanford B. Dole, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of the provisional govern- 
ment, etc.”’ There is nothing extraordinary 
in the letter to which the President refers. 
President Dole in his letter to Minister Willis 
says: ‘* Your language expressed in public 
declared that you intended to perform some 
act when the proper time arrived without dis- 
closing what that act would be,”’” The clear 
inference from this announcement was that 
Minister Willis was preparing to use force to 
reinstate the Queen. As the outcome of this 
impression the Queen’s followers were en- 
gaged in conspiracies. The members of the 
provisional government felt that they were 
liable to assassination. The people of Hono- 
lulu were afraid of friots and prepared to pro- 
tect themselves. The provisional government 
not only had to take measures to protect it- 
self against mobs but against any effort on 
the part of the American war vessels to re- 
store the monarchy. Under these circum- 
stances it is not extraordinary that President 
Doie asked Minister Willis what he meant by 
his thinly disguised threats. It would have 
been extraordinary if he had not asked. His 
question was in the interests of peace and good 
order. “, 

There are, however, many extraordinary 
things in this connection which seem to have 
escaped Mr, Cleveland’s notice. It is extraor, 
dinary that Mr. Cleveland, in violation of all 
law and precedent, should have sent Mr. 
Blount to Hawaii with paramount authority 
to supplant a regularly accredited Minister 
and to take absolute command of American 
war vessels. 

It ig extraordinary {that “Mr. Cleveland 
should have sent Mr. Willis to Hawaii with in- 

to demand the abdication of the 
3 government and the restoration of 
the dissolute Queen by menace of force, al- 
though he formally had recognized the pro- 
visional government and had wished it long 
life and prosperity. 

It is extraordinary Zthat while negotiating 
with the provisional government Mr. Willis 
at the same time should have been intriguing 
with the Queen and that he should have of- 
fered her the hospitality of the fleet or of the 
legation,.and that Mr. Cleveland should care- 
fully have concealediall reference to this in 
his communications to Congress, though the 
offer was made on his authority. 

It istextraordinary that after Minister Willis 
had had his interview with the savage Queen 
and she had expressed her determination to 
chop off the heads of the members of the 
provisional governnent he should have urged 
therm to surrender themselves to the tender 
mercies of this bloodthirsty creature. 

It is extraordinary that with the dispatch 
describing this interview in their hands the 
President and Secretary of State prepared the 
dispatch to Minister Willis urging him to de- 
mand the surrender of-the provisional gov- 
ernment. ’ 

It is extraordinary that after forwarding 
this dispatch to Minister Willis President 
Cleveland should have suppressed both the 
Minister’s and his own dispatches and sent 
a special message to Congress relegating the 
whoie business to its disposition. 

It is extraordinary that the only enthusias- 
tic defender of Cleveland is the London Times, 
which expresses its admiration of the Stuffed 
Prophet and his sooty friend in the highest 
terins of compliment and flattery. 

It is extraordinary that the*proposition to 
subvert a republican form of government, 
recognized by all civilized nations, and to 
erect a monarchy of the most corrupt and 
brutal sort in its place should have emanated 
from the administration at Washington. 

In view of Mr. Cleveland’s infringement of 
the fundamental law, of his violation of legis- 
lative .privilegew”and ‘functions, of his utter 
contempt of Congress and the people, it is ex- 
traordinary that Congtess should not expedite 
its investigation and launch its thunders at 
this insolent autocrat of the White House. 
So ‘far from this letter of President Dole’s 
being extraordinary it is extraordinary that 
the provisional government after being mis- 
represented, vilified, insulted, and threatened 
did not order the Cleveland emissary out of 
the islands instanter.

street and Chicago and Lake View to Fuller. 
ton avenue. When the vacant places between 
the Northwestern University city and the 
Chicago University city are filled up then the 
annexation fever will begin to rage, The peo- 
ple to the north of the dividing line will be- 
gin asking, ‘‘ Why shail not we have all the 
good things which are enjoyed by our favored 
brethren on the other side of the boundary?” 

It is stated that even at this time the south- 
ern wards of Evanston would vote for annex- 
ution in the hope of getting better police and 
fire service and of paying lower taxes. That 
sentiment will get stronger with time, whil 


* 


the feeling of pride which Evanstonians have 
now in their smal! independent city will die 
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away as they come to appreciate the greater 
glory of becoming a part of the second city 
in the United States, As prohibitory laws 
are not upset by annexation but remain invio- 
late, the fact that Evanstonians do not want 
liquor sold within the limits of their city will 
not interfere in the least with annexation. 
The fear of interference with prohibitory 
laws delayed the annexation of Hyde Park, 
but will not delay that of Evanston. 

It is a mere question of time. Chicago 
will absorb Evanston as 800n as the two get a 
little nearer together. There will be some 
opposition on the part of the people who will 
be holding offices in the smaller municipality 
atthe time. The officeholders always have 
fought annexation, But those of Evanston 
no more will be able to baftle manifest des. 
tiny than were those of Hyde Park, Lake, 
and other suburbs, In due time Evanston 
will become a part of the imperial city which 
stretches along the shore of Lake Michigan, 
and it will be a proud, happy day for its peo- 
ple when they are promoted to be citizens of 
Chicago. The fruit is not ripe for plucking 
yet, but itis maturing rapidly, and in a few 
years this city will reach out and gather it 
with hardly a protest. 


FARMERS TO COMBINE, 

An important line of action has been 
planned by the fourteenth annual convention 
of the National Farmers’ Alliance. That body 
adopted a plan of union of the. five principal 
farmers’ organizations in the country as a non- 
secret union, the ostensibly leading object of 
which will be to obtain an expression of 
sentiment on the leading questions of the 
day, ** free from the influence of the political 
campaign and the heat and fever of partisan- 
ship.’ In this way it is proposed to obtain the 
consensus of opinion of the farmers of the 
whole land on the questions of the tariff, the 
issue of a circulating nedium, the coinage of 
silver, the manufacture and sald of liquors, 
food adulteration, gambling in farm prod- 
ucts, and the abuses of transportation and the 
land system. The constitution proposes to 
promote social harmony and entertainment 
for the families of isolated farmers; and to 
furnish means for educational acquireéments 
necessary for better citizenship, more practical 
tillage of the soil, a more thorough knowl- 
edge of government and the laws of trade, 
and the reiation of agriculture to other pur- 
suits and occupations which are necessary to 
enable producers to hold their own in the 
battle of life. 

This is a pretty comprehensive program, 
but it contains nothing to which a righi- 
minded- man belonging to other than the 
farming class sught to object, Certainly if 
the union should be the means of cultivating 
a better knowledge of the subjects on which 
the farmers are asked to express an opinion, 
to the heads of the organization as well as at 
the polls, the whole Nation will benefit greatly 
by this vast’ advantage gained for a most im- 
portant constituent element. A statement of 
the leanings of an unmistakable majority of 
the farmers in each of the several States 
would be highly valuable in the preliminary 
stages of a political contest. It would be es- 
pecially valuable if known to be obtained by 
a vote given by all the farmers on the Aus- 
tralian ballot plan, and not simply by a few 
officials assuming to speak for the great body 
of the farmers, Its value would be much en- 
hanced if known to be issned after the voters 
had studied the subject in particular by the 
aid of a groundwork of acquaintance with the 
basic principles of political economy. The 
result would be a potent influence in direct- 
ing the councils of the Nation. It would be 
not less valuable for the betterment of the 


judgment of the farmers themselves and keep-. 


ing them from indorsing the crazy-quilt fol- 


lies that are every now and then sprung upon 


them by self-constituted leaders in thought 1f 
not in action. 

But if the farmers are to benefit themselves 
aad the country by their proposed combina- 
tion they will have to recognize the truth of 
some of the statements made in this city last 
October by Secretary Morton, whose speech 
on that oceasion has given so much umbrage 
that many of them are demanding his resigna- 
tion. He told his audience, and through it 
the country, that the farmers of this country 
need individualization and development by 
personal study and investigation, do net need 
to pool their thinking faculties and their en- 
ergies in vast associations, and should not 
give a power of attorney to any society or 
person to think for them. He said that all 
the droughts, locusts, and chinchbugs, and all 
the diseases of domestic animals which have 
afflicted agriculture are not half such danger- 
ous foes to the farmer as an inconvertible or 
irredeemable currency; not half so impover- 
ishing as cheap money of violently fluctuating 
purchasing power; not half so threatening 
asa blind adherence to the teachings of igno- 
rant leaders, vicious demagogues, and the 
allurements of party catch-words which po- 
litically hypnotize the reasoning faculties, If 
those gentlemen want to think and work for 
themselves by the aid of association they will 
be in the line of effort indicated by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. But if they fancy they 
can become either wise, wealthy, or happy by 
proxy they will find themselves egregiously 
mistaken, The royal road to either is not to 
be traveled by the mere takmg of a rising 
vote, 


THe senior Democratic organ says: . 

The calamity-crying and distress-breeding Re- 
publican press will regret to learn of the starting 
up of the National Tube company’s works at Mc- 
Keesport, Pa., one of the largest manufacturing 
concerns in the country. We may now expect Tue 
TRIBUNE to assert that in starting up they do so 
with reduced wages. 

The reader is expected to draw the infer- 
ence that wages have not been cut. Yet the 
same dispatch which tells that the works in 
question will recommence operations, thus 
giving employment to six or seven thousand 
men, says that “ new and reduced wage scales 
will be put into effect.’’ Otherwise there 
would be no reopening of the works, for 
while the Wilson bill is not the law now, it 
will be in the course of time, and the products 
of the National Tube Works company, which 
are not to be delivered for some months, will 
have to compete with similar foreign prod. 
ucts imported under the lower duties of the 
Wilson bill, Therefore it is necessary for the 
proprietors of the tube works to discount the 
effect of the tariff-cutting measure. As the 
facts were before the senior organ it ought to 
have stated that while the employés were go- 
ing back to work they were going to get 
lower wages than they did two years ago, 
when a tariff which gave them higher protec- 
tion was in effective force. 
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Tue sanitary officers of this city have made 
an examination of the Government Building 
and report that the unsanitary condition, es- 
pecially of the basement and ‘main floor, is 
euch as to jeopardize the health and lives of 
employés, A somewhat similar report was 
made a year ago, but no attention was paid to 
it. It is to be hoped that this one will not be 
treated. in the same way. The city has no 
power to enforce its health ordinances against 
the General Government. It could close the 
largest factory or store in the city—and would 
do so—were it one-tenth as filthy and disease- 
breeding as the Postoffice Building, But this 
lack of power should not induce the General 
Government to neglect itsduty, It may have a 
legal right to force men to work beside cess- 
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pools and breathe poisonous gases, but it bas 
no moral right todo 80. Men were kept at 
work in the Ford building at Washington after 
it was known that it was unsafe. The conse- 
quences are known. After what happened 
there the Federal authorities should not as 
sume the responsibility of compelling men to 
work im a place where they are slowly but 
surely being done to death. These facts should 
be laid before the Congressmen, They should 
be told what quarters meq are made to work 
in. When all the facts, illustrated by good 
photographs of the Postoffice basement, are 
laid before them they will be shamed into 
voting for a new building. 
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A Democratic city paper says that the Re- 
publican Executive comniittee is opposed to 
the reappointment of Mr. Hutchings as Elec. 
tion Commissioner because “he is not parti- 
san enough,’’ and because he voted in favor 
of ordering a special registration for the 
Mayoralty election, which is spoken of as an 
“eminently fair and just action on his part.” 
The registration in question was a lawless 
act. It wasa direct, opea, defiant violation 
of the law. It was an assumption on the part 
of Mr. Hutchings and his colleagues that their 
jurisdiction was coextensive with that of the 
Supreme Court and that they had the right to 
declare a State law unconstitutional which 
said expressly that they should not order a 
special registration. So illegal an act might 
be expected to bear evil fruit, and it did at the 
lawless registration ordered by the board. 
The names of about 1,800 bogus voters were 
put on the booksin the T'wenty-ninth Ward 
alone, and they all voted for Hopkins. Mr. 
Hutchings contributed to the extent of his 
ability to the defeat of Swift and the election 
of Hopkins. He played the part of a Demo- 
cratic partisan when he voted for the special 
registration. The Republicans think that if 
the Commissioner to whom they are entitled 
is to be a partisan he should be one in their 
behalf, instead of working for their op- 
ponents, __

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 
If Mr. Walker Whiteside were a worse 
actor than he is he would be infinitely better 
than he is, This were once a paradox, but now 
the time gives it proof. As a boy of 15, 
the wonderful 
formal facility which distinguished him at the 
Schiller last night when he appeared in 
* Hamlet.” In this play, as George Henry Lewes 
pointed out, any mediocre actor cannot absolute- 
ly fail. Itis not sufficient, however, tosay that 
Mr. Whiteside was merely acceptable—that he 
mnade merely a suecess of esteem. He did 
more than that. He won the attention, the re- 
spect of his audience; he positively held it; he at 
times stirred it to admiration; and were not his 
mimicry so perfect one believes that his gift of 
acting would have shown to greater advantage. 
It struck one, as one thought on seeing his 
Hamlet ten years ago, that his susceptible 
nature had, like wax, received an impression 
frem the impress of Edwin Booth; and that it 
bore the stamp indelib'y, But the boy has 
grown. He is not'a mere copy, a mere echo, as 
ne was when a child. His sensitive and refined 
nature has grown, “not in thews alone, but in 
the inward service of the mind.” Bat his 
growth is. more mental than emotional. 
‘* More nature,” one could not help exclaiming ; 
‘more nature and less art!’ The majority of 
actors are obliged to gain art and to modify 
nature. It is for Walker Whiteside, with a mim- 
icry almost equal to art, to recover nature-—to 
start out on a basis of his own. In his work last 
night he paid a sweet, unconscious trib- 
ute to the actor whom all Ameri- 
cans leve. The manner of the boyish 
Hamlet was in miniature noble and winning, but 
it was unmistakably@@awin Booth's manner and 
not Walker Whiteside’s. But if the form, the 
shell of the traditional Hamlet, was all that this 
young actor presented one would take leave 
of him by saying that he was still, 
with his 24 years, an “infant phenomenon.” 
He is more. than that. His intelligence, his taste, 
hisinnate sympathy with the highest poetry 
speak for themselves. If natural growth asserts 
itself, and if health smiles on him, this young 
man will attain a high position among the actors 
of America. How high that position will be 
one is almost afraid to prophesy, knowing 
by the perusal’ of history how delicate 
are sensitive temperaments like his, not in act- 
ing alone, but in poetry, and the sister arts, There 
is a chilling temperature at present in theatri- 
cals; the spirit of the time is against the ideal in 
dramatic art; but there have been times when, if 
Walker Whiteside had given the world as 
beautiful an impersonation as that of last 
night. he would have enjoyed a meteoric career. 
One will hope that the progress he has shown 
since early youth will not be arrested; that he 
will achieve what he has not at present, a style 
and manner of his own. His sensibility and 
taste are his own, and his graces promise to grow 
in the direction of originality. He 
more than interested his . anditors last 
night; he edified them; and, as one said at 
the outset of this article, ope can imagine him 
as thrilling the soul as he certainly flattered the 
intelligence. So good was hf reading and so 
graceful (though somewhat formal) his bearing 
and enunciation that one left the theater after 
two acts of “ Hamlet” feeling that the time had 
not been wasted—indeed, that one had been re- 
freshed by a counterfeit order of art by a fresh, 
ardent, and even lovable order of talent. 
The pictures of Walker Whiteside on the dead 
wallsare libels on him. He looks extremely 
delicate though he is not wanting in physical 
attributes of voice, etc. His hands are aristo- 
cratic and expressive; his gestures graceful 
though theatrical. His present work must be taken 
more than seriously—-with qualified admiration. 
His future still remains, not so doubtfully, how- 
ever, as a decade ago, a question of develop- 
ment. The members of his company were fauriy 
good: the audience received him in a friendly 
way, but not with greater warmth than he really 
deserved. 
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If Miss Julia Marlowe could make her im- 

personations of Shakspeare’s heroines as charm- 
ing as her own personality her position as the 
first of contemporary American actresses 
would be assured, One is aware. that 
this is asking a great deal of her. 
The strongest weapon in the armory of her art is 
her own winning personality; but this is more 
persuasive than it is convincing. She is very 
charming as Rosalind (“As Yon LikelIt” was 
the play at McVicker’s), but her Rosalind 
is not. entirely admirable as an ar- 
tistic creation ‘considered by itself, 
It takes an effort in the observer to discriminate 
between the personality of the actress and the 
ideal beauty of the poetical sem greed tony he 
precisely the ungaliant duty. of criticism.

Department Inspectors Showing How 


ing Is and Will Send Theia to Wash. 
ington with a Demand That the Evils 


to Have Power to Do the Work. 


Postmaster Hesing has in his office the re. 
ports made by the inspectors from the Health 
Department on the examination of the Fed. 
eral Building. These reports, with a stron 
letter from the Postmaster, will go on to 
Washington within a day or two. The Post. 
master will demand in justice to the men en. 
ployed in the Postoffice a change in sanitary 
Gonditiong or authority to move the depart. 
ments in the portions of the building whieh 
are in the worst condition. 

The Commissioner of Health may take mat. 
ters into his own hands if the government 
does not lock out for the bettering of the RB he 
itary condition of the Postoftice Building, 
Commissioner Reynolds is of the opinion thas 
he can declare portions of the building a pub. 
lic nuisance, as the heaith and lives of the 
employés are placed in jeopardy by working 
in rooms which are in such bad sanitary eon. 
dition. In his. commuaication to the Post. 
master accompanying the reports of the in. 
spectors Dr. Reynolds wrote: 

‘**In my opinion the present building should 
be either thoroughly overhauled ors vacated, 
The renovation necessary to place it in proper 
sanitary condition would necessurily include 
new plumbing and painting and a proper 
system of ventilation. This opinion is shared 
by the representative of the Marine Hospital 
Service, Dr. Hamilton, whose office is in the 
building, and with whom I have consulted.” 

The buildmg was visited by Health Ip. 
spectors Gehrmann and Kennicott in the 
afternoon, at which time the fewest number 
of employés are present. The conditions 
therefore were, they say, unusually good at 
that time. After remaining in the rooms a 
short time the inspectors noticed the fullness 
in the head, which is due to an excess of 
carbon dioxide in the air. The amount of 
dust was marked. The air of the building 
was examined in four places—the basement, 
the bag room, the carriers’ room, and the 
west gallery of the carriers’ room, 

Bacteria In the Basement, 

In the basement the amount of dust wag 
most marked, and Petri dishes four inches in 
diameter that were exposed there for three 
minutes showed 350 bacteria to have fallen 
upon them, The amount of carbon dioxide 
estimated in parts per 10,000 was 12.28 
parts. In the washroom in the basernent the 
presence of hydrogen sulphide was shown to 
be marked by using lead papers. The bag 
room had been ventilated during the fore. 
noon and was said to be in unusually good 
condition. The amount of carbon dioxide 
there was shown to be 12.24 parts per 10. 
000, and the number of bacteria that fell 
upon the exposed Petri dishes in three min.

In the Reichstag today Herr Liebknecht, a 
Socialist leader, interpellated the government 
on the condition of the working class. He 
made a long speech, in the course of which he 
laid particular emphasis on the statement 
that great distress prevailed among the labor- 
ing classes throughout Gemany, but particu- 
larly in Berlin, He defended the Socialists 
against the charge that they were related to 
the Anarchists, who meant to put a spoke in 
the wheel of socialism's triumphal car. 

Referring to the troubles at the Friedrichs- 
hain last Thursddy Liebknecht said ali the 
people had t6 thank the prudence of social 
democracy for preventing the streets of Ber- 
lin from flowing red with blood. He added 
that the meetings of unemployed held today 
had appealed, to the Reichstag for help. 

The State might be unable permanently to 
relieve the distress, but it was able to create 
opportunities for work. The government 
could immediately introduce a bill mak- 
ing eight hours a legal day’s work and 
thus assist in the distribution of iabor. 
After experience with the sore distress pre- 
vailing in Germany he was in a position to de- 
clare it was the employers, backed by the 
State, who derived the benefit from strikes.

TO PROTECT THEIR HOSPITAL FUNDS, 


Directors of the Presbyterian Institution 
Discuss Changes in Constitution. 

In future it is likely the funds of the Pres- 
byterian Hospital will be under such super- 
vision as to‘makea loss by mismanagement 
almost impossible. Means to insure this were 
discussed at a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors yesterday behind closed doprs in the 
office of the Jnterior, McCormick Block, A 
new constitution and by-laws were read and 
discussed. It was understood the special 
meeting had been called for taking some ac- 
tion in reference to the shortage of $40,000 
incurred during the management of ex-Presi- 
dent George M. Bogue. 
Chairman of the Finance committee. who 
was appointed to give what news he would to 
the press, said: 

‘*Mr. Bogue’s name was not mentioned. 
All we did was to consider the adoption of 
new by-laws.”’ 

At the meeting.were present nearly all the 
members of the Board of Directors and Man- 
agers. The Rev. John L. Withrow, President 
of the Presbyterian Hospital, was Chairman. 
W. A. Douglass was Secretary. Following 
are the names of the others present: 

John C, Welling, Vice-President of the Illinois 
Central raijroaad; 8S. W. Rawson, Albert A. 
Spraue, Thomas Kane; William C. Gray, J. H.

President Withrow, in calling the meeting 
to order, said: ** Most of you here know for 
what purpose we have been called together to- 
day. We have reposed in one man unlimited 
confidence in his management of the affairs 
of our institution only to find that moneys 
have been loaned without regard to securities. 
When an investigation was made it was dis- 
edvered—I am sure to gvery one’s surprise— 
that not all the collaterals were as good as we 
wished they were. It is to preventa recur- 
ence of a similar state of affairs that we must 
take some action. To do this a committee 
has drafted changes in the constitution and 
by-laws whieh will give members of the 
Board of Management and the Board of 
Directors a supervision over the manner in 
which moneys shall be invested and expended. 
Before we hear the proposed changes [ would 
like to hearan expression of opinion from 
those present.” : 

There were several speeches made. John 
C. Welling said he as much as any one re- 
gretted the present state of affairs. If there 
were any changes to be made which would 
insure for the institution a better safeguard 
for ita investments the speaker was in favor 
of a change. The Rev. Messrs. Hall and 
Johnson expressed themselves in favor of the 
adoption of amended gf Bw bs if these would 
go toward securing a faultless management. 

The constitutional changes and by-law 
amendments were then read and each para- 
graph discussed. After a session of two hours 
and a half the meeting adjourned to be ready 
for reassembling at a call issued by the Presi-

Wasuincrons, D, C., Jan. 22.—* The dis- 
patch from Des Moines, Ia., that I will ap- 
pear before the courts in this district as the 
representative of General Master Workman 
Sovereign to enjoin the issue of bonds con- 
templated by Mr. Carlisle is partly correct 
and partly wrong,” said Senator Allen this 
morning. ‘I have telegraphed that I would 
join with the counsel of the order in present. 
ing the case, but I cannot undertake to do it 
alone. I imagine Judge Cole will come on 
here for that purpose, if any one does. He is 
the ex-Chief Justice of the lowa Supreme 
Court. the best lawyer in the State, and one 
of the best lawyers in the West. I believe an 
injunction would lie against the Secretary, for 
Iam convinced he has not the shadow of au- 
thority to issue bonds, but whether we eould 
get an injunction is another question.

A gain of $100,000 was made in gold to- 
day in the Treasury, the figures standing $U8,- 
971.622: currency, $2'2,079,430, less $7,- 
199.457 paid on account of interest on bonds, 
The receipts for the two-thirds of the month 
aggregate $17,730,000; ordinary expendi- 
tures, $19,472,000, to which is to be added 
$7,199,000 paid on interest on bonds, mak- 
ing the net expenditures for the month so/far, 
in round figures, $26,600,000, The amount 
paid on pensions so far has been $9,600,000. 
The receipts indicate a total for the month of 
about $24,000,000, and the expenditures a 
total of about $35,000,000. The offi- 
cial statement of customs receipts 
at New York for the first twenty days of the 
month show the receipts to have been $5,494,- 
000, as against $10,337,000 last year, The 
customs receipts were paid as follows: Gold 
coin, 25.5 per cent; silver coin, 0.1 per cent; 
gold certificates, 0.7 per cent; silver certifi- 
cates, 62.3 per cent; United States notes, 5, 1 
per cent; and United States Treasury notes, 
U.3 per cent. These figures show a decline in 
the percentage of gold coin paid for customs 
duties and an increase in the percentage of 
silver certificates paid for the same purpose. 

The circular of instruction in regard to bid- 
ding for bonds was not issued this afternoon 
because of certain errors in the prepared 
copy. It will be issued tomorrow morning. 


CIVIL SERVICE AND THE BOND ISSUE, 
Two Interesting Subjects Are Earnestly 
Discussed in the Senate, 

Wasuineron, D, C., Jan. 22.—I1n the Senate 
there were presented several remonstrances 
against the. Wilson tariff bill, Many in- 
dustries were represented in these remon- 
strances, but particularly the clothing and 
woolen goods industry. 

A remonstrance from the Knights of Labor 
against the issue of government bonds was 
presented by Mr. Hoar. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep., 0.) presented several 
petitions from posts of the Grand Army of 
the Republic on the subject of the flag over 
the Capitol at Washington. 

A bill to codify and arrange the laws re- 
lating to pensions was introduced by Mr. 
Palmer (Vem., lil.) and-referred to the Com- 


mittee on Pensions. ¥ 

A resolution calling on the Civil Service Com- 
mission for a statement as to cases in which 
it is alleged that the civil service law or regu- 
lations have been violated by any of the heads 
of executive departments or of bureaus since 
March 4, 1889, was offered by Mr. Lodge 
(Rep., Mass.) and on objection by Mr. Berry 
(Dem., Ark.) went over till tomorrow. 

The resolution o 
Call (Dem., Fla.) instruc the Committee 
o1 Civil Service to examine into the condition 
of the civil service law and the expediency of 
its retrenchment or increase was laid before 
the Senate and an amendment was offered to 
it by Mr, Berry directing the committee’ to 
report also the number of persons employed 
in the classified service from each State and 
Territory and, as far as possible, the political 
party to which they belong. Mr. Berry said 
that he did not know where the responsibility 
lay, but he did know that the civil service law 
and rules were not carried out in a nonparti- 
san way and that some of the most extreme 
Republicans were holding office under a Dem- 
ocratic administration. He believed that a 
Democratic President ought to be surrounded 
by political friends and not by those who were 
continually doing what they could to make 
his administration a failure.

Peffer on the Bond Issue. 


The resolution offered by Mr. Peffer on the 
issue of bonds, declaring that the Secretary of 
the Treasury had no lawful authority for is- 
suing or selling such bonds, was iaid before 
the Senate and Mr. Peffer spoke upep it. He 
said the provisions of the act of Jan. 14. 
1675 (the resumption act), under which the 
Secretary of the Treasury was acting, were 
perfectly plain. That act related, and was 
intended to relate, to the redemption of 
United States notes and to nothing else. No 
authority was granted in it to issue bonds 
further than to meet the necessities of the re- 
sumption act, There was no demand for the 
redemption of greenbacks; and if there was. 


_ there was more than enongh gold in the Treas- 


ury to meet that demand. 

Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) asked Mr. Peffer 
whether there was not a more serious diffi- 
culty in the way. The act of 1875 authorized 
the Secretary of the Treasury to redeem the 
then outstanding legal Treasury notes, and, 
tha® provision having been complied with.

NEW YORK FAVORS PROTECTION, 
The Assembly Asks for the Rejection of 
the Wilson Tariff Bill, 

Auwany, N, Y., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—For 
two hours tonight the Assembly discussed the 
Wilson tariff,bill. This was unger the reso 
tion of Assemblyman Ainsworth, presented 
last week, which condemned the Democratic 
measure and asked Congress to reject it. The 
resolution was adopted by a strict party 
vote of 64 to 40. Another matter which 
caused considerable stir was a communication 
from State Controller Roberts which charac- 
terizéd the bill of United States Senator Hill to 
levy a tax on collateral inheritances as a sec- 
tional and unjust measure. Mr. Roberts in 
his message, taking for example the estates 
which paid $3,000,000 into the State Treas- 
ury last year, would have had under the 
proposed biil of Senator Hill to pay an addi- 
tiona! sum to the government of $10,000,000. 
This $13,000,000 he characterized as unjust. 
There were comparatively few large estates 
in the South, he said, and the burden of taxa- 
tion under the Hill bill would fall on New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Illinois. Mr, Ains- 
worth (Rep.) offered a resolution calling upon 
Congress to reject the measure. Mr. Sulzer 
(Dem.), saying that it was a very complicated 
matter, objected to the resolution and it went 
over under the rule.

When 
asked in regard to this rumor the 
doctor replied that he was not going to 
Chicago, although he had considered a call 
from that city last summer. Asto the trus- 
tees’ seat fee plan he would say nothing be- 
cause he was to leave so sooii. He intends, 
he says, to continue to live in Brooklyn and 
feels that his best work is yet to come. The 


» resignation means, according to Mr. Moody, 


that the Tabernacle must be sold for the ben- 
efit of creditors and as a house of worship 
closed probably forever. The church has 
been in a deplorable financial condi- 
tion for years, ever since, in fact, 
the new edifice was built at Clinton and 
Greene avenues, The annual cost of main- 
taining the Brooklyn Tabernacle, including 
the pastor’s salary of $12,000, interest on 
mortgages, etc., is $30,000. The fact that 
the congregation does not raise this money is 
well known. Dr, Talmage’s salary is nomi- 
nally $12,000. He received that sum only 
once. For years he has been contributing 
not only his salary but money earned by lect- 
uring and writing to try to keep the 
Tabernacle afloat. Russell Sage said 
today: “IT loaned $125,000 to the 
trustees of the Brooklyn Tabernacle, and 
received ample security by mortgage and a 
policy on Dr. Talmage’s life. It was agreed 
that the loan was only for a short time and 
that I should receive 5 per cent interest reg- 
ularly, I have not as yet received a cent of 
interest and I think it is time that the trustees 
took some action. It segms tome a church 
like the Brooklyn Tabernacle ought to raise 
sufficient money to pay running expenses 
without any trouble.” 

The trustees of the Brooklyn Tabernacte 
have decided to make one more effort to 
liquidate the church indebtedness before the 
Rev. Dr. De Witt Talmage has time to put his 
resignation into effect.

Henry Stuckart of the Sixth 
Ward and favorably reported some time after 
by the Committee on Gas, Oil, and Electric 
Lights. He moved that it be made u special 
order for next Monday at 8 o'clock and gave 
as his reasons for reviving it that its passage 
would give employment to 5,000 men and it 
would introduce competition in the matter of. 
gas rates in the West Division. 


These statements were received with de-— 


risive laughter, and Ald. Kent moved to re- 
commit the ordinance to the Committee on 
Gas, Oil, and Electric Lights. He said the 
ordinance had not been properly considered 
when it was first reported. It snould be fully 


considered now. 
Ald. Ryan moved to lay Kent’s motion on 
the table. This prevailed on a viva voce 


vote, 

Ald. Mann then insisted on a roll call on the 
motion making the ordinance a special order. 
It was lost by not receiving the necessary 
two-thirds majority by the following vote:

Ald. Ryan said after the adjournment of 
the Council that he intended to call up the 
ordinance again, but he will hardly do so, as 
the vote last evening was not encouraging. 
It is understood the or(linance was introduced 
originally in the intetest of the Hyde Park 
Mutual Fuel Gas company. That has been 
frequeatly denied, however. 

Aimed at the Railroads. 

Ald. O’Neill introduced the following reso- 
lutions, which it is understood had been 
agreed upon at a conference of the Repub- 
lican Aldermen in the afternoon at the Tre- 


mont House: 

WHEREAS, Numerous instances exist where 
portions of the surface of the streets, alleys, and 
public grounds of the city are occupied and used 
by steam railroads without lawful authority 
contrary to the wishes of the City Council, and, 

WHereEaAs, There are also numerous instances 
where the surface of the streets, alleys, and 
public grounds of the city are occupied and used 
by steam railroads under assumedauthority from 
the City Council in excess of their powers to an 
extent which unlawfully prevents the use of 
such streets, alleys, and public grounds by the 
public, and, 

WHEREAS, There are also numerous instances 
where steam railroads occupy and use the surface 
of the streets, alleys, and public grounds, the au- 
thority for which was originally lawful, but 
which occupancy and use has become unlawful, 
because its volume has become so great as to pre- 
clude the public use, and 

WHEREAS, There are also many cages where por- 
tions of streets, alleys, and pubic ground within 
the city are occupied and used by steam railroads 
under a claim of ownership and adversely to and 
in denial of the rights of the city, whereby the 
rights of the city are in danger of being lost 
through the operation of the statute of limita- 
tion, and 

WHEREAS, There are likewise many cases where 
the city has been made liable to and has paill 
damages tothird parties arising out of the occu- 
pancy and use of streets, alleys, and public 
grounds by steam railroads, including damages 
to owners of land abutti upon viaducts and 
their approaches constructed for the purpose of 
carrying streets over railroad tracks for which 
such steam railroads are liable to the city ; now, 
therefore . 

Resolved, That a committee of five members of 
the City Council be appointed to investigate and 

the City Council as soon as practica- 


e: 

1. What portion of what streets, alleys,+and 
— grounds of the city are occupied or used 

y steam railroads without authority. 

2. What portions of what streets, alleys, and 

ublic grounds of the city are occupied or used 

y steam railroads in excess of the authority 
granted by the City Council 

3. What portions of what streets, alleys, and 
yublic grounds of thecity are occupied or used 

y steam railroads under claim. of right and ad- 
versely to and denial of the rights of the city. 

4. What liabilities against the city have been 
created by occupancy or use by steam railroads 
of the surface of the streets, alleys, and public 
ground of the city for which such railroads are 
liable to the city. 

5. What action has been taken to protect the 
city’s interests in this direction, and what fur- 
ther action is advisable in this regard. 

Resolved, Further, that the Commissioner. of 
Public Works and the Corporation Counsel and 
the forces of their respective departments be and 
are hereby directed to furnish the said committee 
such aid and assistance in the accomplishment of 
the foregoing purposes as in the judgment of the 
committee may be necessary. 

Resolved, Also, that said committee be and is 
hereby authorized to employ not exceeding three 
clerks and stenographers to aid them in the exe- 
cution of the powers and duties imposed upon 
them by this resolution.

hereby directed to report to the City Council 
what action is necessary on the part of the city 
or its authorities for the protection of the public 
in the use of its streets, alleys, and public 
grounds, 

Will Not Employ Clerks, 

Ald. Madden moved to amend by striking 
out the paragraph for the appointment of 
clerks and stenographers. He said the Com- 
missioner of Public Works could obtuin the 
necessary information through one employé 
of his department. Ald, O'Neill accepted the 
amendment, and the resolutions as amended 
were passed unanimously. 

Ald. Gallagher had at a previous stage in- 
troduced the following order bearing on the 
same subject, and it was passed: 

That Col. Ellers, heretofore appointed a con- 
sulting engineer or an engineer with specific 
duties pertaining to the survey and location of 
railway tracks centering in the city with a view 
to their elevation, be requested to make a state- 
ment to this Council at its next regular meeting 
of the result of his surveys, observations, profes- 
sional examinations, engineering measure- 
ments, and linear discoveries, accompanied by 
such plats showing the location of 
the various railway tracks that he has inspected 
as will enabie|this Council to ascertain from the 
proper department the tracks that exist as ob- 
structions and in defiance of law, that their re- 
moval may be enforced, and also that by the pres- 
entation of such report the public may be, at 
least in part, assured that the money paid for the 
professional work alluded to in emp oying such 
engineer is not altogether without some palpa- 
ble if not beneficial results. ~ 

The Mayor nominated Stmon B. Eisen. 
drath for Commissioner of Public Buildings, 
vice A.J. Toolen, resigned. The nomination 
was concurred in,

Mr, Eisendrath’s bond, 
signed by William Eisendrath, F. W. Strauss, 
and Henry Regensberg, was approved. 


Vetoes by the Mayor. 


The Mayor vetoed Ald. Mann’s order that 
hereafter in preparing ordinances for public 
improvements the Commissioner of Public 
Works be directed to report such ordinances 
with a provision that the whole cost of such 
improvement shall be raised by special as- 
sessment upon the property benetited. The 
Mayor objected to the wording, taking excep- 
tion to the phrase “upon the property bene- 
fited thereby.’”’ He suggested these words be 
stricken out, which was done. . 

Several orders allowing violations of the 
building ordinance were also vetoed, the 
ground being that such orders give privileges 
to certain individuals not enjoyed by all. The 
vetoes were sustained and the orders sent back 
to committees,

As to Illinois Central’s Tracks. 


Ald. Kent presented an order dirécting the 
Corporation Counsel to report by what author- 
ity the Illinois Central railroad company oc- 
cupies Randolph street, east of Central 
avenue. The order was passed, 

Ald, Gallagher presented an ordinance pro- 
viding that hereafter when orders for im prove- 
ments, to be made by special assessments, are 
presented they shall be referred:to proper 
committees, which shall give the time of the 
consideration of such orders that property- 
owners interested may have the opportunity of 
being heard: He-argued that it would save 
the expense of drawing such ordinances 
which may afterward be repealed. Ald. Mad- 
den combated the proposition, claiming no 
such orders are introduced by any Alderman 
consulting his constituents. 
Ald. Noble claimed it would be a hardship on 
property-owners to force them into a commit- 
lee meeting to give their approbation or dis- 
approval. He argued that the Aldermen 
were the representatives of the people. 
Ald. Madden’s motion the rules were sus- 
pended and the ordinance was placed on file. 

Aid. Tripp presented the following, which 
was passed:

and persons having no business with the depart- 
ments. 

The Mayor presented the usual message in 
reference to the grade-crossing slaughters. 
It was ordered printed in the Council pro- 
ceedings. 


REPUBLICAN ALDERMEN MEET, 
They Discuss Mayor Hopkins, Track Eleva- 
tion, and Street Cleaning. 

Eighteen Republican members of the Coun- 
cil met at the Tremont House last evening to 
consider some plan of future action. Among 
those-present were Ald. Epstean, Horan. Mar- 
renner, Smith, Cooke, Kent, Swigert, Camp- 
bell, Martin, Wadsworth, Larson, Kleinecke, 
Finkler, Hage, Mann, Noble, Francis, and 
Howell. Ald. Noble presided and Ald. Mann 
acted as Secretary. There was,some sharp 
criticism of Mayor Hopkins’ rather arbitrary 
methods and it was the sense of the meeting 
that the Republican members should organize 
for protection, not for aggression. Ald. O’ Neill 
submitted a draft of the resolution on the 
railroad track question, afterwards submitted 
in the Council and adopted after a slight 
amendment. These were approved by the 
conference. It was also the seuse of the 
meeting that the present system of street 
cleaning is expensive and ineffective, and that 
it is made to cover gross jobbery. 

It was mentioned that a Democratic Alder- 
man’s brother had thirty teams at work in 
one Ward—at least he was paid for thirty 
teums—though that number could not be 
found. The street inspectors, it was said, 
spend most of their time at the City Hall. It 
resolved to attack the present method and in- 
troduce an ordinance proposing a return to 
the contract plan. Ald, Kent said last even- 
ing, after the caucus: 

*The Republicans met simply to discuss 
the questions of importance now pending be-

CHURCH ISCRITICISED 


L. W. ROGERS’ PLAIN TALK TO THE 
OONGREGATIONAL OLUB. 


He Says the Christian Organization Is a 
Pensioner on the Economic System That 
Causes Poverty — He Denounces the 
“Predatory Rich,” and Believes the 
Pulpit Is Fettered=Proef. Graham Tay- 
lor and the Rev. David Beaton Qualify 
the Statements, 


r ’ . ‘ ‘ 

The Chicago Congregational club held its 
annual meeting and banquet last night in the 
ladies’ ordinary of the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
Prof. H. M. Scott presided. The new officers 
elected were: * 

President, E. D. Reddington; Vice-Presidents, 
the Rev. Dr. H. N. Hoyt. 5S. S. Rogers, and the 
Rev. Dr. David Beaton; Secretary, J. H. Tewks- 
bury ; Treasurer, J. Chapman ;_ Executive com- 
mittee—Prof. H. M. Seott, William Dickinson. 
Arthur Woodcock, and P, F, Pettibone; Member- 
ship committee—Harvey Dean, E. F. Comstock, 
H. M. Norton, G. M. Vial, and J. C. Lewis. 

Mr. Reddington was called to the chair at 
once and made a brief speech. The subject 
for the evening was the ‘ Relation of the 
Church to the Laboring World.” The first 
speaker was L. W. Rogers, managing editor 
of the Railway Times, who, among other 
things, said: 

[ have no quarrel with the church about its 
theology. We will not carry this discussion be- 
yond the clouds. Let us keep close to the earth 
tonight. I don’t want to know whether the rich 
man will embrace the poor man in paradise, but 
whether he will give him justice here. Labor is 
less ankious to learn how to lay up treasures in 
oe than to know howto get bread upon 
earth. 

The struggle is between capital and labor, be- 
tween wealth and poverty. and on this question 
where does the church stand? I know where 
Christ stood. He was for the poor: he stood by 
the weak; he warned the rich: he denounced 
force, wealth, aud usury. He toadied to no mo- 
nopolist ; he preached from no palace; he sold no 
pees, He was of and for the people, and he was 
iated because he told the truth about the hypo- 
crites of his times. If he were here today he 
would denounce the wealth-worshiping class 
and draw on him the bitter hatred of the press 
and the cold disdain of the church. 

Church Gives Little Sympathy. 

The church gives no evidence of a genuine sym- 
pathy with the labor movement. Many of its 
members, | know, are filled with compassion for 
the poor, but what does that amount to? Simply 
the pouring of a little balm on the surface, while 
the cancer eats at the heart. What we want is 
not the relief of paupers, but a condition which 
will prevent the manufacture of paupers: and 
where are the preachers declaring to wealthy 
pew-holders that it is easier for a camel to pass 
through a needie’s eye than for arich man to 
enter heaven? Where arethe ministers who are 
denouncing the process by which the Carnegies 
and the Rockefeilers absorb from the common 
product countless millions and leave the aching 
void of poverty? 

The complaint of labor is that the spirit of Jesus 
is absent from the modern church; that it looks 
quietly upon the wretchedness of the people and 
makes no systematic attempt to reach the real 
cause. The church makes no war upon the pred- 
atory rich, because it is a believer in the 
economical system which produces them. The 
church is not for labor and cannot be for labor, 
because it is a pensioner on the system from 
which labor suffers. The other day the Plymouth 
Church in Brooklyn paid $100,000 for a pair of 
doors, When in the very shadow of the palace 
they adorn the weary, ragged homeless searchers 
for work freeze and starve. 

I do not forget that the church makes a pre- 
tense of reaching the lowly and of doing practi- 
cal work for the world. Perhaps the most nota- 
ble example of this is the work of the Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst of New York, who is trying to cure so- 
cial leprosy by torturing its unfortunate victims. 

this energetic disciple of Calvin would set 
about bailing out the Atlantic with a teacup he 
would make better progress, create less misery, 
and secure nearly as much free advertising. 

The church conducts numerous charities. But 
with all these organized benefits we are’sur- 
rounded by poverty, wretchedness, and rags. No- 
body is hungry because there is a famine, but 
because the greedy have more than a plenty. 
Part of the people are ragged because the ward- 
robes of the others contain a surplus, Men are 
homeless, not because they are lazy but becausé 
others have stolen the fruits of their labor. ,The 
poor are fasting because the rich are feasting. 
The laughter is mingling with the groans. What 
has the church ever done to cure these evils? 

Mr. Rogers’ address was received with si- 
lence. 

Mr. Rogers was followed by L. T. O’Brien, 
President of the Retail Clerks’ Union. He 
said the poor were kept away from the church 
by their poverty. As soon as joined a 
labor union and exacted better wages they 
went to church. He said at a ministers’ 
meeting in Chicago he heard a pastor relate 
that he once attended a preaching service of 
the Rev. Father McGlynn where, at 
the mention of Jesus, the poor peo- 
ple . cheered and at the mention of 
the church they hissed. He had questioned 
numbers of workingmen on the subject of 
church-going, and allof them gave reasons 
‘involving the utter want of sympathy be- 
tween the church and suffering humanity. 
One of the men said: 

‘‘When I go to chureh I see in the front 
pew a man who snatched the bed from under 
a widow, and in another pew a man whose 
real estate is used for immoral purposes, If 
the church bore any resemblance to Jesus I 
would be a church-goer, but it does not.” 


He Advises Two Pastors. 


The speaker advised the churches to have 
two pastors, one to preach to the rich and one 
to preach to the poor. Chureh members he 
advised to turn out of their employ those who 
were living in vice and substitute for them the 
poor, who were free from vice. The preach- 
ers ought, he said, to preach more on econom.- 
ic topics. He said a Chriatian of thirty years’ 
standing, who had been attending Graham 
Taylor’s talks at the lecture-room of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association on social 
problems, said he had heard more gospel 
there in one afternoon than he had heard 
elsewhere in thirty years. 

Prof. C. KR. Henderson of the University of 
Chicago, who is a Baptist clergyman, thought 
the remarks of Messrs. Rogers and O’Brien 
were decidedly unpalatable, but yet pre- 
sented. facts worthy of consideration. He 
maintained that the church was the true 
friend of the laboring classes, and that, if the 
ministers of the gospel, the real advocates of 
the rights of the laboring classes. were stricken 
off the rolls there would§be few left. He 
dissented from Mr. Rogers’ socialistic theor- 
ies, and claimed that the problem would be 
solved, not by the compulsory coéperation of 
socialism, but by the voluntary coéperation 
of changed hearts and minds, and that that 
day must come. 

Prof. Graham Taylor said there were two 
sides to the question. The wage-earners were 
also the great body of earnest supporters of 
the churches, and it was not true that there 
was no bond of sympathy between the church 
and the labor organizations. The ministry 
was not gagged by fear of the wealthy men 
in the church, but in the main were fearless 
advocates of right and justice toall men. In 
his tweuty years of ministry he had never 
been restricted in his liberty of utterance. 

‘*If yourwant tu see the benefits of labor 
organizations,”’ said he, “ go over in the Nire- 
teenth Ward and look at the homes of the 
brickiayers, and then at the homes of the jour- 
neymen tailors, and if you were to choose,be- 
tween them you would choose the bricklayer. 
That is the difference between organized and 
unorganized labor.”’ 

The Rev. David Beaton of Lincoln Park 
Church said he believed in labor organiza- 
tions, and from his pulpit advised his people 
to join the trades unions. The laboring 
classes had made rapid progressin the last 
twenty-five years,and all had been accom- 
plished through and by the trade union, 

Mr. Rcgers closed the discussion witha 
brief reply to Prof. Henderson and empha- 
sized the thought that the laboring people 
were intellectually the peers of the million- 
aires and would not be kept in subjection to 
the plutocracy any longer.

NO EFFECT ON WAGES. 


RELIEF WOBK DOES NOT OUT DOWN 
| PRIOE OF LABOR. 


Lyman J, Gage, President of the Finance 
Committee, forrects Statements of 
Labor Leaders=Systematic Work of 
Registering at the Central Relief Asso- 
ciation=Letters Sent Out by the Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee to 


Ministers Asking Co-operation. 

‘“{ ean conceive no greater calamity that 
could befall the workingmen of this city at 
this time than for the Central Relief Associa- 
tion to stop the work it is doing for the relief 
of Chicago’s unemployed,” said Lyman J. 
Gage yesterday. ** lam pained and surprised, 
continued Mr. Gage, “to notice that the labor 
leaders charge that this relief movement will 
tend and is now tending .to reduce the wages 
of organized labor. The fact is just the re- 
verse. Weare keeping the 2,300 men now in 
our employ out of the labor market, and they 
oily drop back into the ranks of the regularly 
employed as work is offered, and of course at 
the usual wages *paid for the class of labor 
they can perform.”’ 

The utterances of Mr. Gage are in accord 
with those of the Executive committee of ‘the 
Central Relief Association, which has repeat- 
edly announced that it is neither giving char- 
ity nor seeking to fix a rate of wages by the 
amount paid for work on the streets. | 

‘*There seems to be considerable misunder- 
standing in the differen labor unions of this 
city regarding the methods and purposes of the 
Centtal Relief Association,’ said T. W. Har. 
vey, Chairman of the Executive committee, 
yesterday. “‘[ would like to say this com- 
mittee does not imagine for an instant that 
allthe wisdom on the subject of continuing 
the relief work is to be found here on the 
tenth floor of the Rookery Building. ‘Weare 
ready and willing to receive practical sugges- 
tions bearing upon the relief work from any 
source and just as willing to adopt them when 
found to be an itnprovement over the meth-

Another violation of the city ordinances 
governing the use of water was discovered 
yesterday. The case is almost exactly sim- 
ilar to that of the Y. M. C. A. case, but this 
time there is not even a shadow of a reason 
forit. The Old Colony Building is still iu 
process of erection. It is not occupied and 
probably will not be for some’ months. The 
steam plant is in, however, and is used for 
hoisting machinery and in radiators used for 
drying out the plaster. It occurred to a city 
official to see if any permit for connecting the 
water main had been given and he found none 
had. It was then discovered that a four-inch 
connection had en made. This con- 
nection was made easy from the fact 
that the service pipe which had 
been used in the old buiiding was still there 
and extending beyond: the building line. 
When Mayor Hopkins heard of the violatjon 
he ordered the water to be shut off at once, 
Soon after J. J. Wade, the plumber of the 
building, called on the Mayor and informed 
him the connection had been made by one of 
his men without his notice, the man having 
only toturna valve for the purpose. Mr. 
Wade said it was the first time in his thirty 
years of work that the like had happened and 
promised to make all amends.

Jour committee believes that the present finan- 
cial distress and lack of employment for labor 
arenot permanent in their character, but that 
they are likely to continue for several years, and 
that such steps should be taken as would not 
merely attempt to alleviate the stress of this 
month or this winter, but would endeavor to in- 
telligently furnish employment in the future 
without unduly increasing the rate of taxes to be 
patd, . 

Your committee would suggest and recommend 
as a martial report on these lines the adoption of 
the accompanying orders and resolutions.
